90-Year-Olds Killed in 
Invalid Home 


Tel-Aviv last week met with calmness its second heavy 
raid since the vicious attack by Halian aircraft on September 


9 last. The inhabitants were roused from their beds at an 
early hour and were forced to take shelter for three hours. 

Ihe warning was sounded at 2 a.m., and five minutes later 
encmy ‘planes were over the northern part of the city. Their 
bombs ‘scored hits on the Invalids’ Home and similat 
“military objectives.” It was in the Invalids’ Home that the 
majority of the casualties. occurred, among the killed . being

A military spokesman stated in Jerusalem last week, says 
Palcor, that the Transjordan Frontier Force Gn which Arabs 
and Jews are serving) played a foremost part in the initial 
stages of the Allied advance into Syria. 

This Force did patrol work and watched the movements ol 
the opposing side, thus helping to relieve the burden and strain 
on the British and Allied troops. 

Women and children of some of the Jewish settlements near 
the Svrian border, ‘such as Metullah, were sent to other Jewish 
centres farther inland. The Jewish workers in the fields con- 
tunued their work normally within earshot of the gunfire trom 
the Syrian frontier. 


VICHY ARRESTS SYRIAN JEWS 
Alarm in French North Africa 


The Italian radio announces that a number of Jews have 
been arrested by the French authorities in Damascus and 


Beirut. Most of them are charged with pro-British 
activities. Some are said to be supporters of General de 
Gaulle. 


The town of Sidon, which the Allied Forces have taken. has 
a Jewish population of 500. They are Sefardi Jews, and have a 


well-organised Community, with two Alliance Israélite schools ° 


and a number of charitable institutions. Most of the Sidon 
Jews are merchants or craftsmen. 

More than 350,000 Jews in French Morocco, Algiers, and 
Tunis are anxiously watching the developments in the Arab 
countries of the Near East and the anti-Jewish drive by Vichy, 
affecting also the Jews in the French colonies. 

Following the example of the Vichy Government, the 
authorities in Casablanca have started rounding up alien Jews, 
most of whom are refugees. A number of alien Jewish families 
have been sent to camps. Simultaneously, anti-Jewish propa- 
ganda among the Moslem population in Morocco and other 
parts of North Africa ts reaching serious proportions. The 
propaganda is conducted for the most part by Nazi * tourists,” 
who are pouring into North Africa through Spanish Morocco. 
Exploiting recent developments in the Near and Middle East, 
the Nazis are trying to incite the Moslems against the Jews, 
saying that the Jews in Palestine are helping the British to fight 
the Arabs. 

There are some 11,000 Jews in Algiers, 60,000 in Tunis, and 
160,000 in French Morocco, in addition to the 13,000 Jews in 
Spanish Morocco and 7,000 in Tangier. Despite political 
differences, Jews and Arabs in French Morocco have lived in 
friendship up to now. 


“ZIONISTS UNITE!” 


Why Negotiations With 
 N.Z.O. Failed 


DR. BRODETSKY’S 
EXPLANATION 


Professor Brodetsky spoke at two Zionist Conterences, 
one last week in London and the other in Manchester, 
last Sunday. and at both he dealt with the question of unity 
in the Zionist Movement. He revealed details of negotia- 
tions on this matter that had been conducted at various 
times, but which had met with refusals trom the New 
Zionist Organisation. 

In 1934 (the said, at the 
Organisation had passed a 


London conference) the Zionist 
resolution that constituents must 
abide by political discipline. The Revisionist Party refused to 
accept this and left the Organisation. For years the Revisionists 
had interviewed Government officials and carried on political 
work on their own, independently of the Jewish Agency. He 
personally had had on numerous occasions negotiations with 
representatives of the Revisionist Party in order to bring about 
a settlement of the dispute. In February, 1940, two days belore 
Jabotinsky left for America, he (Dr. Brodetsky) had made him a 
generous proposal of co-operation, but this was turned down, 


The N.Z.O. insisted upon equal partnership with the Zionist 
Organisation, which obviously could not be accepted by the 
Zionist Organisation elected by Congress. The Revisionists 


were free to come to the Jewish Agency to-day if they behaved 
as other Zionists. Opposition in any Government was valuable, 
but nobody would envisage the Opposition in the British Parlia- 
ment negotiating with foreign Governments. 

Enlarging upon this at the Manchester meeting, he said that 
he and Mr. Berl Locker spoke with the late Mr. Jabotinsky 
and offered the Revisionists two seats on the Zionist Executive, 
which would include one in the Political Department of the 
movement in London. Unfortunately, this offer was rejected, 
as had been eVery attempt made to provide a practical means of 
achnreving unity. “A few years back, also, an offer was made 
to the two Revisionist leaders next in rank to Mr. Jabotinsky. 
which they regarded as so reasonable that thev told us thev 
would resign if it was not accepted. A fortnight later those two 
Revisionist leaders resigned.”

U.S.A.’s BAR TO IMMIGRANTS 


Relatives in Occupied Countries Disqualify 


Emigration to the United Siates has been suspended for 
all those who have relatives in occupied countries. This 
regulation does not apply to those who are in possession of 
their American visas. They will be able to continue their 
journeys. 

The regulation, says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. has come 
as a severe shock to hundreds who had been hoping to emigate 
at an early date. It has apparently been issued to prevent the 
admission to the U.S.A. of persons who might subsequently be 
subjected to German pressure. Unless the new order is modified 
emigration will in future have to be restricted to cases where 
entire families leave simultaneously or to cases of individuals 
without relatives in occupied Europe. 

The change particularly hits refugees now in unoccupied 
France and Portugal who were previously promised visas but 
must produce proof about their relatives, For most of them 
it is virtually impossible to produce such proof, and where it 
is possible the eviderice can be obtained only with much 


difficulty, It is somewhat easier for applicants who still remain 
in their native lands to obtain proof to submit with their 
applications, since official family records are in many cases 


available. The real tragedy is that of those hundreds who have 
already started their trek to safety on the basis of promised 
visas, Only to be stranded in Lisbon, practically the only port 
of escape in Europe, where they face the prospect of imprison- 
ment if they overstay the period of stay permitted to them. 

It is pointed out by refugee organisations that if the American 
authorities fear that these people might be subjected to pressure 
through hostile agents using their relatives in Europe as 
hostages, the admission of these refugees to the United States 
would at any rate minimise this danger, since otherwise they 
themselves might be used as hostages to bring pressure to bear 
on their relatives who are already in the United States. 

A delegation of heads of American refugee organisations 
who called on the United States Consul-General in Lisbon 
this week to discuss the situation, were informed that each case 
would be considered on its merits, and that the Consulate was 
at present formulating the procedure that must be followed 
by applicants for visas. For the present refugees were required 
to furnish proof about their relatives. 

A delegation of the Polish-Jewish Refugee Fund in London, 
consisting of Lady Fletcher, Mr. L. E. Mirkin, and Mr. A. M. 
Kaizer, was received on Tuesday by the United States Consul- 
General, Mr. Ferris, who stated that the new order applied also 
to Italy, Russia, and Soviet-occupied territories. The term, 
“close relative,”” he said, applied to parents, children, brothers, 
sisters, husbands, or wives. 


VICHY’S PITIFUL EXCUSE 


Reason for the Jew-Laws 


The Commissioner for Jewish Affairs in Vichy, Xavier 
Vallat. has announced that Marshal Pétain has signed a 
series of new anti-Jewish measures providing that the anti- 
Jewish legislation enforced by the Nazis in occupied France 
should be extended to unoccupied France. 

Jews are now completely excluded from the profession of 
banking, the stock exchanges, brokerage firms, the cinema, and 
the radio. An immediate census of Jews is to be begun both in 
occupied and unoccupied France in order to restrict the number 
of Jews in the legal and medical professions to a maximum of 
two per cent., and university students to a maximum of three 
per cent. Persons are considered Jewish whatever their present 
religion if they had at least three Jewish grandparents. Those 
with two Jewish grandparents are considered as Jews i they 
profess the Jewish faith. Exemptions under the new laws may 
be granted in the case of Jews who have rendered the country 
* exceptional service.’ Widows and orphans of Jews hilled in 
the war are to enjoy the same concessions as are granted to 


Jewish ex-servicemen Ihe Nazi imspiration for the laws was 
made clear by Vallat ina statement to the Press They con- 
formed, he said, with laws adopted by other countries 


Vallat sought to justify the measures by announcing the dts- 
covery of an alleged Jewish plot to defeat the policy of the 
French Government to establish collaboration and frendly 
relations between France and Germany and to sabotage Pétain’s 
economic measures by “ black market operations. Vallat also 
said that 12.000 Jewish anti-Nazi plotters had already been 
arrested for spreading information calculated to incite the French 
people against the policy of collaboration, and that thousands 
more Jews had been exiled to places in unoccupied France 

Ihe truth ss, of course, that the new measures are the frurts 
of Darlan’s surrender to Hitler, and that to satisfy the Fibhrer’s 
ambition to have his anti-Jewish legislation enacted in all 
countries under his control, the Jews alone are made responsible 
for the feeling animating the overwhelming majority of the 
French people against their betrayal.

The famous Café de Paris. in the heart of fashionable Paris, 
now displays a sign outside its premises reading, ** This restaur- 
ant forbidden to Jews.” 

Most of the entertainments in Montmartre and Montparnasse 
are still running, but the majority have got new names, such as 
* Tyrol,” .“* Edelweiss,” or “ Vienna in Paris,” and a notice: 
“Purely Aryan show.” <A new revue. “ Paradise Indeed! ' 
features Adam and Eve, and a ** non-Aryan ™ Devil. There is a 
heavenly chorus, made up of German “ Aryan” chorus girls, 
wae redeem humanity through a war of liberation in a grand 
finale.

OBJECT OF REGULATION 18B 
Home Secretary and Criminal Proceedings 


[By our Lobby Correspondent) 


Me. P. C. Lorrus (Con., Lowestoft) asked the Home Secretary 
how many British citizens interned under Regulation 188 had 
now been brought to trial: how many convicted and how many 
acquitted: and how many of those acquitted had not been 
released but kept interned. 

Mr. Morrison: The object of this Regulation is to provide 
in time of war a power to detain on grounds of national security 
persons of hostile origin or associations, and persons whose 
dangerous activities Cannot @e dealt with by criminal proceed- 
ings. As a general rule, therefore, no question arises of bring- 
ing to trial persons so detained. In two exceptional cases, 
however, criminal proceedings have been instituted. One of 
these two persons was sentenced to ten years’ penal servitude: 
the other was acquitted on the particular charges which were 
the subject of criminal proceedings but is still detained in 
preventive custody under the Regulation. 

Mr. Loftus suggested that to bring a man to trial and then to 
acquit him and keep him in prison was repugnant to the 
thousand years’ tradition of British justice, but Mr. Morrison 
retorted that it must depend on the circumstances of the case. 
ft might well be, as he thought it was in this case, that'a person 
who was charged with a particular offence and acquitted might 
still be an appropriate person for detention on security grounds. 


MR. STOKES ASKS A PERSONAL 
QUESTION 


Me. R. R. Sroxes (Lab., Ipswich) asked the Home Secretary 
if he could give any information “ as to the nature of the mission 
or missions on which Mr. Israel Moses Sieff has visited the 
United States of America since the outbreak of war.” 

Mr. Morrison replied: An exit permit was granted to Mr. 
Siefl on August 12, 1940, to enable him to travel to the United 
States of America and Canada for the purpose of developing 
“export trade from the United Kingdom to the United States of 
America and Canada. 


FRIENDLY FOREIGN DOCTORS 
AT WORK 


Slow progress with the employment of alien doctors in this 
country was again alleged in questions in the House of 
Commons, this time by Sire Francis Frewantte (Con., St. 
Albans), himself a doctor. “ Why is the number 80 a week 
when the promised number was 100 a week.” he asked on 
receiving an answer from Mar. -Eranesr Brown, Minister of 
Health: “and what is this Aliens’ War Service Department 
which seems to be hanging matters up and reducing the number 
that are free? ”’ 

Mr. Brown, who had just announced that 289 foreign 
practitioners (apart from those commissioned in the Forces) 
were now in medical employment or had such employment 
which they were free to take up, said this subject was not with- 
out difficulties. There was considerable improvement, and he 
knew that the Home Secretary, like himself, was desirous of 
making that improvement as great as possible. 


CONCESSIONS FOR ALIEN SEAMEN 


Mr. Vernon Barriers Bridgwater) asked the Home 
Secretary whether he would consider tssuing passes, valid for 
some months, to enable alicn scamen employed in the Mercantile 
Marine to travel freely in the country, on behall of which they 
were risking their lives 

Mr. Morrison said he was anxious that all proper facilities 
should be given to these alicn seamen who were giving the same 
service and facing the same risks as our own men. From time 
to time modifications of the scheme of control had. been made 
for this purpose. The most recent concession was the waiving 
of the requirement under which a toreign seaman serving in 
the Coastal Trade had to report and obtain permus before land- 
ing and embarking. Further. police and tmmigration officers 
had been instructed to grant all reasenable exemptions to foreign 
seamen from the restrictions on travel. It was, however, essential 
in the interests of security that some control of the movements 
of members of the crews should be maintained, and for this 
reason it was not practicable to adopt Mr. Bartlett's suggestion. 


“FREE GERMANS ” 


Ihe Foreign Secretary was asked by Commander King-Hall 
on Wednesday whether he would give favourable consideration 
to the creation of the status of Free Germans, such status only 
to be available to German citizens who could satisfy H.M. 
Government that they were actively hostile to the Nazi regime 
previous to September :3, 9 

Mr. Eden replied: *“ The position of those Germans who are 
hostile to the Nazi regime has frequently been considered, but 

do not regard the creation of such status of Free Germans as 
either practicable or advantageous.”’ 


POLISH PAPERS IN BRITAIN 


Mr. Lipaon asked the Minister of Supply on Wednesday if, 
in view ot the shortage of newsprint, he had yet decided whether 
he could continue to provide newsprint for 13 Polish newspapers 
Published in this country, and to what extent he proposed to 
reduce the number. ‘Mr. Andrew Duncan replied that two of 
these journals had ceased publicajion. He was in consultation 
with Captain Margesson and Mr. Duff Cooper regarding the 
remainder. The needs of the Polish Forces and civilians now 
in this country for publications in their own language had, of 
course, to be borne in mind. 


WHITEHALL AND THE COLOUR BAR 


Government circles are disturbed by evidence of the bitterness 


caused by the colour bar in parts ot the Empire, especially in. 


the West Indies. It will persist until people are taught a great 
underlying principle of British policy—that they must look upon 
all races of the British Empire as entitled to equal citizenship 
and equal rights. One symptom of the colour bar is the 
difficulty that coloured people coming to England have in getting 
the accommodation to which they are entitled. The Colonial 
Office has appointed a special welfare officer, who is organising 
arrangements to meet this difficulty, in conjunction with Aggray 
House. In this way it is hoped to make people who come here 
to help us more welcome. The true solution of the problem, 
it is realised, ties in educating public opinion to a tolerant and 
liberal attitude. 


ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION 
The Jew’s Right to Life and Liberty 


The annual meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association at 
Woburn House on Monday was attended by nearly all the 
principal leaders of the Community. | 

Mr. Leonard Stein, President, moved the adoption of the 
report and accounts. He said that Mr. Montefiore had made a 
loan of £2,500 to the Association into a gift. 

Speaking on the report of the Joint Foreign Committee, Mr. 
Stein said that what had happened to the Jews in Europe was 
well known—so well known, indeed, that they were in danger 
of becoming insensitive to its meaning in terms of human 
anguish. But they must not allow themselves to forget for one 
moment that what was being done to the Jews was being done 
in cold blood as a deliberate act of policy. 

When the Nazis had been swept away, as they assuredly 
would be, he continued, how much of the evil they had done 
would live after them? So far as the Jews are concerned, that 
would depend largely upon the extent to which the degradation of 
the Jews had come to be accepted as part of the normal scheme 
of things. The danger was not imaginary. It was all the more 
imperative that in those countries in which men were still fice 
to speak, the Jews should assert clearly and fearlessly the one 
claim which admitted of no abatement or compromise—that the 
dew’'s right to life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness shall be 
recognised as no less sacred than that of other human beings. 

The speaker referred in condemnatory terms to the action of 
Vichy in introducing the Nuremberg “ Jew-Laws ” into France. 

In seconding, the Chief Rabbi said that this year, more than 
perhaps ever before, both the report and the speech were 
dominated by the unparalleled catastrophe to civilisation. 

After describing the hideous position of the Jews under Nazi 
domination, and their difficulties, especially in regard to the 
practice of their religion, under the Soviet, Dr. Hertz said that 
when victory crowned the forces of freedom the Jews of the 
English-speaking world would be confronted by two gigantic 
tasks: (1) to assist the remnants of their crushed and outlawed 
brethren who would have passed through the Nazi inferno in 
their struggle for rehabilitation: and (2) to restore Jewish 
religious life wherever it had been ruined by the malice of man 
or the disintegration of war. 


The Need for Unity 

They knew, he went on, that various agencies were studying 
these super-problems. But eventually Jewry must speak with 
one voice, through men who had as keen an understanding of, 
and sympathy with, the religious needs as they had of the 
secular interests of the Jewish people. Unfortunately, there was 
not in some Quarters sufficient understanding how vitally im- 
portant it was that the protection and advocacy of the Jewish 
religious future be in the hands of men in whom the religious 
elements of Jewry had confidence. Failing such confidence, the 
religious forces would form a separate combination for present- 
ing to.any future Peace Conference what they deemed to be a 
matter of life and death for the Jewish people. 

Professor S. Brodetsky supported the motion and said he 
looked upon the co-operation between the Board of Deputies 
and the A.J.A. as one of the most important features of the 
present situation, especially with regard,to the importance of 
Jews speaking with one voice when the time came to deal with 
the future of their brethren in many countries after the war. 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E.. also supporting the motion, 
said ‘the great strength of the Jewish case at this moment was 
that they stood for the basic principles of justice and freedom 
for which the civilised world was fighting to-day. 

Of course, if they were to show unitvy—they could not, and did 
not, aim at uniformity—the main virtue which they had to 
culuvate and which had not always characterised them in the 
past was that of toleration. Everyone was asking for toleration 
ot his neihbour, because without tt democracy could mean 
nothing at all, They in the Jewish Community had to learn 
and practise toleration to one another if they were to make 
their cause fclt. as it deserved to be, in the period upon which 
they were entering.

JOINT EMERGENCY COMMITTEE 
“ Within Sight of their Aim ”’ 
ACUTE SHORTAGE OF TEACHERS 


At a meeting of the Joint Emergency Committee for the 
Religious Education of Children from London, held last 
week at Woburn Housé, Dr. Nathan Morris, Education 
Officer, outlined the general programme of the Committee 
and described various new proposals. Dr. M. Epstein, 
Chairman of the Committee, presided. ~ 

Dr. Morris said that they were within sight of their aim of 
reaching 10,000 children, and they were ahead of their time. 
At the end of eight months’ work they were in touch with 
nearly 9,000 children all over the country. There was, he said, 
an acute shortage of suitable teachers for the resident posts. 
People still failed to realise the importance of the goodwill and 
enthusiasm of these teachers, and the Committee greatly appre- 
ciated the loyalty of those who stood by their ‘work in the 
present crisis. The Committee had spent about £300 in 
alleviating cases of hardship among the teachers. A panel of 
voluntary visitors to evacuation centres had been drawn up, 
which included all the members of the Committee. These visits 
would enable regular contact to be maintained with the teachers, 
who were otherwise cut off from all Jewish contacts. 

The editorial board of the “ Educational Journal,” said Dr. 
Morris, was now almost complete. The general policy of the 
journal would be to adhere to Traditional Judaism; to adopt 
a positive attitude to Palestine as a great religious and historical 
factor: and to encourage among Jewish children loyalty to the 
Community and its institutions 

Dr. Mortis put forward the suggestion, which the Commitice 
approved, that the Committee appoint two standing committees, 
the first would be an Education and Staffing Committe, to con- 
sist of six persons, with no right of co-option. It was proposed 
that the Chief Rabbi, a member of the Beth Din, and the Chair- 
man of the Joint Emergency Committee should be permanent 
members. The second standing committee would be a Finance 
and General Purposes Committec, also to consist of six persons. 


Position in South Wales 


Dr. Isidore Fishman reported on his visits to Cornwall and 
South Wales (as reported in Tue Jewisu CHronicce last week). 
He had suggested to the Cardiff people that a rota of visits to 
South Wales reception areas be drawn up, and this had been 
agreed to. Many London children were now evacuated to the 
district, and were receiving a Hebrew education there that they 
had never had before... The Ministers were agreed that Jewish 
children billeted in homes where the foster-parents tmsisted on 
taking them to church should be moved to homes, not necessarily 
Jewish, where more understanding would be shown. The Cardill 
Community now realised that they had to take on the responsibility 
ot looking after Jewish children evacuated from London as well 
as their local evacuees. (A report on the latest steps taken by 
the Cardiff Community ts given in the provincial news in this 
issuc.) 

The Rev. J. Halpern described his recent visit to the Blackpool 
district, where there were about 800 Jewish child evacuees, most 
of them with their mothers. There were no problems there of 
Jewish children set down in ‘untamiliar environments, as there 
were in Cornwall, but there was the problem of how to 
incorporate the children into the life of the local Jewish 
Community. Mr, Halpern paid tribute to the great help and 
kindness of the local non-Jewish educational authorities 

Mr. Halpern also gave an account of the work being done in 
the reception areas generally He appealed tor more gilts of 
tchilin tor poor boys, many of them retugees. who could not 
atiord these when they reached Barmitzvah age. There was also 
a need for Sitre Tofah. All intormatyon regarding groups of 
Jewish evacuees who were without Jewish teaching would be 
welcomed by the Committee, he said. It was one of theie tasks 
to see that Hebrew teachers were supplied wherever they were 
needed, and to make the necessary arrangements with school 
authorities and billeting otheers Over 180 children in the 
Bletchley-Dunstable district had lately been found to be without 
any Jewish instruction, and arrangements had now been made 
for them to attend classes two or three times a week. 

Mr. Sagon, Secretary of the Committee, was appointed the 
Committee's representative on a sub-committee of the Refugee 
Children’s Movement which was to deal with the reli@ous 
education of refugee children in the care of the Movement. 


Executive Committee. 
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LIBERAL SYNAGOGUE’S DIFFICULT 
YEAR 
Increase in the Deficit 


Major L. H. Gluckstein, M.P., who presided over the 
annual meeting of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue last week, 
recalled, before moving the adoption of the report and 
accounts, that that day happened to be the anniversary of 
his return to England from France (where he was with a 
Highland Division. Captain Gluckstein, as he was then, 
was mentioned in dispatches). 

From the report, he said, they would see what an extremely 
difficult year they, in common with all other religious Communi- 
ties in London, had had. Their building, in which they took 
so much pride and .joy and which was such a magnificent 
memorial and testimony to the Liberal Jewish Movement, had 
been seriously damaged in the course of last year, and this had, 
no doubt, affected their work more than anything else. 

y were suficring like all other congregations and Com- 
munities in London, from the evacuation—sometimes voluntary, 
sometimes compulsory—of their members and their families, but 
the work which had gone on under the inspiring leadership of 
Rabbi Dr. Mattuck had continued in the best possible way. 
The congregation owed a great debt to Dr. Mattuck, Rabbi 
Levine, and Mr. Duparc, and to all who took part in this effort. 
Dr. Mattuck had also held services for some of their members 
outside London, some of these services being very successful. 

In seconding the adoption of the report and accounts, Mr. 
Ernest M. Joseph, O.B.E., said the deficit for the year 1940 was 
£1,561, compared’ with £1,363 for 1939. They had taken such 
steps, he said, as they could to economise. 

After the report and accounts had been adopted unanimously 
the following were declared elected as six members of the 
Council: Major L. H. Gluckstcin, M.P.. Messrs. R. F. Halford, 
A. Holt, Ernest M. Joseph, O.B.E., K. M. Lazarus, and J. H. 
Simon. 

Mr. John Myers, F.C.A. (Myers, Davies and Co.), was re- 
elected Auditor, and the delegates to the Council of the Jewish 
Religious Union were also re-clected. , 


Real Cricket!

The report, in referring to their help, states that “ The partial 
destruction of the Synagogue in a raid towards the end of the 
year was a kind of culminating difficulty which aggravated all 
the others. But even that heavy misfortune was not allowed to 
stop the work. Not one service was omitted. cither then or 
earlier, when the Synagogue was closed for several days because 
of an unexploded bomb, thanks to the Minister of the Presby- 
terian Church, who gave the use of his Church Hall on the 
first occasion, and the Committee of the M.C.C., who, when 
the building was bombed, gave the use of a room in one of 
their buildings, where a number of services were held, including 
the Armistice Commemoration Service on November 10, until 
the Succah was made usable. 


Mar. Frirz Kreister, whose skull was fractured in New York 
seven weeks ago, when he was knocked down by a motorcar, 
was discharged from hospital on Tuesday. His wife said: “ He 
will play again as he has always played.”

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. THREE MOBILE CANTEENS 
PRESENTED 


Synagogue Gift to Y.M.C.A. 


At the West London Synagogue, 33, Seymour Place, W.1, on 
Thursday of last week a short dedication meeting preceded the 
handing over of three mobile canteens to the Y.M.C.A. 

Mr. Julian G. Lousada, Chairman of the Committee which 
was set up by the West London Synagogue of British Jews to 
obtain the necessary funds for the mobile canteens, said there 
were a number of reasons why the Synagogue had chosen the 
YMCA. First, there was the efficiency with which the 
Y.M.C.A. was run; then it was known that that body was doing 
a tremendous amount of really fine work both in blitzed areas 
and to members of the Armed Forces. Finally, there was the 
consideration that the Y.M.C.A. was, like themselves, founded 
on a religious basis. Another matter in connection with the 
obtaining of the canteens was that i provided an opportunity 
for the Junior Membership to co-operate with the Synagogue 
in helping the country.

Mr. F. J. Chamberlain, C.B.E., speaking on behalf of the 
Y.M.C.A., told of Jewish connections with its work during the 
last war. “ There is,” he said, “no Y.M.C.A. branch in the 
world where a Jew would feel the slightest difficulty.” His 
Organisation had to carry a-.tremendous burden with its 1,100 
units and depéts and 737 mobile canteens, all serving where 
they were most needed, be it in badly-bombed areas, attending 
to the needs of those in the Forces, or—as actually happened— 
on the shell and bomb-scarred beaches of Dunkirk. The 
Y.M.C.A. was deeply grateful for the confidence shown by the 
Jewish Community. The West London Synagogue’s action in 
presenting the three canteens would sf{rengthen their common 
hand to support religious freedom and would give courage to 
those ‘under Huler’s heel. 

Mr. R. A. Pilkington, J.P., Treasurer of the Y.M.C.A.. also 
spoke, and among those present were Mr. H. A. Dennis, M.B_E.. 
Revenue Secretary of the Y.M.C.A., and Mr. Owen E. Mocatta. 
President of the West London Synagogue. 

After the Rev. L. J. Cashdan had offered up a short dedication 
prayer the audience inspected the canteens, which were on view 
outside the Synagogue. 

Among the uniformed Y.M.C.A. officials who were present 
to answer any points regarding the practical side of the mobile 
canteens was Mr. J. F. Field. He is, I understand (writes a 
Jewish CHRONICLE representative) the only Jew on the National 
Advisory Commiutice tor Mobile Canteens of the Y.M.C.A. Mr. 
Field has been jointly responsible for the construction and 
operation of every one of the 737 mobile canteens.

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THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE 


| Destroyed Building’s Historical 
Associations 


>

The news of the destruction of the Great Synagogue will 
be heard with grief by tens of thousands of Jews throughout 
the Empire and throughout the world: for it was one of 
the world’s historic Synagogues, and for many generations 
played a great réle in Jewish history. _ 

The building, in its final form, was just 150 years old, 
though its nucleus went back for nearly a century more, 

According to the most recent investigations, it was in (or, at 
any rate, not later than) the year 1690 that the Ashkenazi 
Jews in London, who had formerly worshipped with their 
Sefardi coreligionists in their Sy#agogue m Creechurch Lane 
(established in 1657) set up their own communal organisation. 
Tradition states that this was in what was then called Broad 
Court, Mitre Square, the later Duke's Place, on the same site 
as the present building. In the first imstance a room in a 
dwelling-house was used for the purpose of public worship. 

Later on, in 1702, there was a radical reconstruction: and 20 
years later the leading member of the Community, Moses Hart, 
whose brother, Aaron Hart, was Rabbi, acquired some of the 
surrounding property and on it set up the first expressly- 
constructed Synagogue building, which he presented to the 
Community. This was dedicated on the eve of Rosh Hashana, 
§483, corresponding to September 18, 1722. In order to distin- 
guish it from the other Ashkenazi places of worship which 
began to make their appearance at this period it came to be 
known, in the middle of the century, as the Great Synagogue. 

Moses Hart's “ shool ” constituted the nucleus of the historic 
Great Synagogue. The congregation increased, however, with 
such rapidity that in 1766 it had to be radically enlarged, 
Handel's “Coronation Anthem”™ being performed on the occasion 
of the rededication. (Of this building Charles Wesley said: 
“The place itself is so solemn, that it might strike an awe 
upon those who have any thought of God.) But within the 
course of a single generation it was once again found necessary 
to enlarge it, the main part of the cost being borne by Mrs. 
Judith Levy, “ the Queen of Richmond Green,’ Moses Hart's 
aged and eccentric daughter. The reconstruction, which was 
carried out according to the designs of James Spiller, the fashion- 


‘ able architect. was dedicated on Friday, March 26, 1790. It 


was; for a time, one of the sights of London. It was frequently 
described in the Press and by writers on London. It was drawn 
by Rowlandson and Pugin. It was visited in 1801 by the Duke 
of Gloucester. and on a famous Friday evening in 1809, which 
long lived in the recollections of London Jewry, by the three 
“ Royal Dukes,” the King’s sons. 


Centre of Anglo-Jewish Life 


For many years it was the centre of Anglo-Jewish life. As 
the official scat of the Chief Rabbinate, 1 was the “ Cathedral 
Synagogue " of Anglo-Jewry. It was the place of worship, 
generation after gencration, of men famous in letters, finance, 
philanthropy, public hfe. including the Adlers, the Rothschilds, 
the Goldsmids, and many more. Its walls witnessed .all the 
evolutions of fashion, from the bag-wig to the top hat, and from 
the hoop (which, however, was not permitted to be worn on 
the High Holy-Days, owing to the pressure on space!) to the 
bustle. John Braham, greatest of English tenors and composer 
of “ The Death of Nelson,” sang in the choir. 

AU the great occasions in the history of the nation and of 
the Community, from the Battle of Trafalgar to the inauguration 
of new Chief Rabbis, were celebrated within its walls. New 
Communities in the provinces and overseas looked to it for 
spiritual guidance, modelled their usages and regulations on 
those which it had adopted, even copied its characteristic 
architecture. Even in far-away New York the B'nai Jeshurun 
Congregation, organised in 1825—the parent body of the greatest 
Ashkenazi Community of the world—paid homage to it in its 
early days. And, as London Jewry expanded and built new 
Synagogues in more fashionable areas to the west, the first 
came into being as branches of the Great Synagogue, Duke's 
Place. This was the case in particular with the beautiful Central 
Synagogue in Great Portland Street, founded in 1855, which, by 
a tragic coincidence, was also destroyed in the same wanton 
German attack. 

It had been the intention of the Great Synagogue to celebrate 
in 1940 the 250th anniversary of its establishment and the 150th 
of the dedication of the present building. The circumstances 
of the time made it imp®ssible. Now there remain only the 
blackened walls and the determination of all associated with 
the ancient Synagogue not to permit it to be crushed out of 
existence by German barbarity 


THE REFUGEES 


INTELLECTUAL INTO WORKER 


Mr. Vivian Ogilvie, of the New Education Fellowship, 
addressing the Free German League of Culture recently on 
“ The Changing og ory ‘of the Intellectual,” said that after 
the war, the market for the work of minor authors, painters, 
musicians, and scholars was likely to be smaller and the moncy 
available for subsidising intellectuals much reduced. Society 
mizht not be able to support so many intellectuals as hitherto. 
Many would have to take jobs, and cultural life would be 
confined to time. 

[he change had hit the refugee intellectuals first, but was 
already affecting others. The war had hastened the*process and 
at the same time made it easier for intellectuals to accept 
manual employment. Nevertheless, intellectuals were reluctant 
to adjust themselves. There was a fear that the intcllecwal 
might cease to keep up his intellectual interests. If it meant 
that, without the incentive of a livelihood to be gained through 
them, he would give them up, then his claim to be a dis- 
interested champion of higher things vanished. If intellectuals 
regarded themselves as a privileged élite, they would have to 
go the way of other minorities with vested interests. The 
challenge before.the world to share the good things generally 
applied to the good things of the spirit as well as to material 
goods. 


The Central Welfare Department for Refugees from 
Germany and Central Europe, Bloomsbury House, has arranged 
a course of six weekly classes in English country dancing in 
conjunction with the British Council and the English Folk 
Dance and Song Society. The classes will be held at the 
Swedish Church Hall, Harcourt Street, Marylebone Road, W.!, 
on Wednesdays, June 25-July 30, from 6.30-8 p.m.

IN PALESTINE 


In Gravest Jeopardy 


URGENT NEED FOR EVACUATION 
From Mr. H. M. LYONS 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sir.— Listening to Zionist speeches at the Manchester 
conference last week-end, one is left with the impression 
that our Zionist leaders have nothing to offer the Jewish 
people but facile optimism concerning the future. 

it is all very well believing in final victory. But before 
final victory is won, Palestine may be attacked, it may even 
be invaded and over-run by the enemy. If that happens 
the Jews there. and especially the women and children, 
will be in the direst peril, 

Their fate will be far worse than that of the other 
peoples—Norwegians, Dutch or French—now under Nazi 
occupation. All these suffer terrible oppression, but their 
physical survival is not challenged. 

A leading Zionist expressed the opinion to me only last 
week that if the worst should happen and Palestine be 
over-run, the Jewish masses would stull remain on the land, 
just as the populations of Norway, Holland, and France 
have remained on their land. But this surely is a misread- 
ing of the whole Nazi campaign, which started not in-1939, 
but with the declaration of war against the Jews in 1933, 
and which ts out to destroy every expression,of freedom, 
justice, and love of one’s neighbour, which are the Jewish 
ideals. and the very raison détre of our existence, and 
which are personified in the life of the Yishuv to-day. 

lo-day we must be realists, and reahse that even a 
temporary occupation of Palestine by the enemy may mean 
the complete extermination of every Jewish man, woman, 
and child caught there, by the combined forces of the 
invaders and ot their local supporters. 

As our Zionist leaders must realise this, how is it that 
they have not as-vet insisted on the evacuation of the Jewish 
women and children from Palestine? 

Ihe, could have been evacuated to India, and the finest 
types of Jewish women and children we have anywhere in 
the world could have been placed in comparative salets 

It ws all) very well saying. as Dr. Weizmann has said, 
“that we shall build a finer and better Yishuv tf needs 
be.” But it ts very poor statesmanship to allow the flower 
of our people to be destroved, when they could easily have 
been saved. 

If the excuse is that “it is not becoming for England to 
evacuate Jewish women and children out of Palestine, 
then | must disagree. England herself arranged for women 
and children to be evacuated from England to the 
Dominions and the U.S.A... and even negotiated § the 
évacuation of Italian women and children from Abyssinia 

What ts good enough tor Halian enemies should be good 
enough for Palestinian Jewish friends of Great Britain. 

If the campaign should be extended into Palestine, the 
women and children would, from the military point of 
view. be a hindrance. ° 

There is still time. even at this eleventh hour. to act, 
and it to be hoped that our Zionist leaders will bring 
to bear the utmost pressure on the authorities for facilities 
for evacuation from Palestine of as many women and 
children as may desire to go. 

This is plainly a duty of leadership. 
fail the Remnant of Israel this time!

WORK OF THE LORD MAYOR’S FUND 
From the RT. HON, THE LORD MAYOR 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sin. May I ask the help of the readers of sour paper for 
the National Air Raid Distress Fund? 

In response to urgent requests, and with the approval of 
the Government, on September Il my predecessor opened 
a London Air Raid Distress Fund at the Mansion House 
for the prompt assistance of all sufferers from the ruthless 
bombing from the air. 

Generous gifts flowed in from all over the country, while 
cables from every part of the Empire brought not only 
pledges of financial help, but inspiring messages of 
sympathy and admiration for the wonderful spirit of pluck 
and endurance displayed by all classes of the community. 

On October 28. in view of air attacks in all parts of the 
country, the Fund became The Lord Mayor's National Air 
Raid Distress Fund. 

Grants are made to civic heads to enable them to give 
instant relief to all sufferers from air raids. The Govern- 
ment. through the. Assistance Board, make certain allow- 
ances after investigation of the claims, but it is the desire 
of those administering the Fund to anticipate and to 


supplement any provision from Government sources, and 
to help those cases which, though pressing and tragic, do 
not come within the scope of the Government scheme. 

Food, clothing, cash for small immediate necessities are 
available, and grants towards cost of funerals and removal 
of furniture to new homes are made, grants totalling 
£1.300,000 having been made since the Fund was opened. 

Assistance is given to small traders to replace stock, and, 
in special cases, for the purchase of new furniture. 

There is general agreement that continued and extended 
bombing is to be expected. While we have every confidence 
in our final and complete victory over our Nazi and 
Fascist foes, we know that we Have to face fierce and 
relentless attacks from the air, with all the following tragic 
suffering and distress.

The Palesune Movement 


JEWS AND THE MIDDLE EAST 
Mr. Berl Locker’s Warning 


Czechoslovak Zionists in this country met in conference at 
Woburn House last Sunday and passed a number of resolu- 
tions, one of which acclaimed the Palestine Victory Cam- 
paign of the Jewish National Fund, to which the delegates 
pledged their support. 

The conference, which was declared open by the Chairman of 
the Organisation, Dr. O. Arje, was attended by about 60 
delegates, representing the various Czechoslovak Zionist socicties 
in and outside London. Mr. Berl Locker gave the main address. 

Mr. Locker said they had been the first victims of Hitler's 
aggression, but as things stood now the best they could say was 
that they might become the last ally of Great Britain. But from 
their (the Jewish) point of view they had been, and were, the first 
ally. In order to complete the picture, it might-be said that a 
_ which was not an ally in a war was at least non- 

ihgerent. But they were not non-belligerent. They had made, 
and were making, many sacrifices in blood, in man-power, and 
in —o— possible. Just now it was important that the 
world should know, when reports about fighting in the Middle 
East were presented to the public and the Palestinians were 
mentioned as having taken part, that the great majority of those 
Palestinians were Jews and Zionists. But they were not taking 
part in this struggle in the numbers they would Wke—because 
this policy of appeasement, which had been dropped in this 
country, had apparently not yet been dropped in that other part 
of the world. 

Mr. Locker dealt with the Jewish situation in Europe, and 
orang out that. although it had gone from bad to worse as 

itler overran the various. countries, the Iews had not sub 
mitted to their fate. All reports they got from abroad showed 
that Jews, and especially Zionists, were doing everything they 
could to preserve themselves for their tasks when the war was 


over. 
Root Cause of the Problem 


Now, said the speaker, was the time, the opportunity, and the 
necessity nfore than ever of solving the Jewish problem by 
abandoning the root cause of that problem—namely, the home- 
lessness of their people. At the same time they had stated, and 
would continue to state, that Zionism would never abandon 
Jewish rights in the Diaspora. Zionism wanted from the world 
freedom to build up the National Home for the Jews in Palestine, 
and not only freedom, but assistance-—political, material, and 
financial—in building it. That, he said, was the most important 
peace aim of the Jewish people. 

They were now in the midst of a struggle for Palestine, he 
continued, and forces stronger than theirs were trying to take 
it out of their hands. One could see this tendency going on 
day after day. It was a disturbing fact that if public 
declarations were made about the fate of the Middle East the 
Jews were not mentioned as a factor in the situation. 

The struggle for their future in Palestine was gomg on daily, 
although they did not hear very much about it. It was going 
on by the existence of the Zionist Movement throughout the 
world; it was going on by the fact that their people tried to 
do their work legally and illegally in the occupied countries, 
whether occupied by Hitler or Stalin. It was going on in 
negotiations——very difficult and delicate—and it was going on 
by the continuation of the life of their Yishuv in Palestine, and 
by the fact that they strove as much as they could to take an 
active part in this war. 

For all this they needed first of all Jewish unity. But did 
everybody making a “peace offensive ” really want: peace? 
“ If you want peace,”’ said Mr. Locker, “ first of all stop doing 
your mischief. . . . You cannot have unity of committees and 
disunity of action.”” One did not create unity by dishonest 
tactics. 

They could not solve the Jewish problem by giving the Jews 
driblets in different countries or a vast territory in @ tropical 
zone. The one way—and it was a difficult way—of softice their 
problem was Eretz Yisracl. 

It was the aim of Zionist policy at this moment to prepare the 
Jewish people and the world for one thing—to face the Jewish 
problem alter this war.

1,000 JEWISH SOLDIERS LEFT 
IN GREECE 


One thousand Jewish soldiers were among the British 
troops who were left behind in the evacuation of Greece, 
said Mr. Bernard Joseph, Honorary Legal Adviser to the 
Jewish Agency, at a dinner given in Johannesburg last 
week, over which Mr. Justice Greenberg presided. 

Mr. Joseph added that the Jews of Palestine were ready and 
willing to make further sacrifices for the cause of the Allies. 

Speaking at the same function, Mr. Jan Hofmeyr, South 
African Minister of Finance, declared that “if ever anti- 
Semitism became the declared policy of South Africa, or the 
Jews were discriminated against, | would hang my head in 
unmitigated shame.” 


JEWISH MILITARY UNITS DEMANDED 
American Labour Zionists’ Call to Britain 


Resolutions reaffirming the demand for mass immigration of 
youth into Palestine, calles on Britain for immediate mobilisa- 
tion of Jewish military units, and urging the repeal of the White 
Paper and the adoption of “ positive measures to strengthen 
the Jewish position and to foster Arab-Jewish fnendship, were 
passed at the national convention of the League for Labour 
Palestine, held last week in Philadelphia, reports the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. 

The convention also reaffirmed its support of the programme 
for the development of an independent co-operative socjety in 
Palestine. 

Dr. Herman Seidel, of Baltimore, was clected President of 
the League: Rabbi Samuel Wohl, of Cincinnati, Chairman of 
the National Council; Mr. Herman Lazarus, of Philadciphia, 
Secretary; and Mr.-Ralph Wechsler, of Newark, Treasurer. 


PALESTINE POLISH REPRESENTATION 
N.Z.O. Dispute With Dr. Schwarzbart 


The Administrative Committee of the New Zionist Organi- 
sation has issued the following statement: 

“On June 8, Dr. Schwarzbart published a cable from Pales- 
tine stating that the Revisionists had refused to enter his 
(Palestine Polish) Representation uniess the Representation 
accepted the policy of evacuation. Challenged to make his 
statement good, Dr. Schwarzbart has now declared that the 

ew Zionist Organisation’s entry into the Representation 1s to 
be made dependent on thei submission, in their political work, 
to the will of the majority of the Representation: in other 
words, a complete reversal of the meaning of his cable; tor it 
now means that the N.Z.O. cannot enter the Representation 
unless it gives up evacuation as a policy, except in the discreet 
confines of the Representation 

“ As for the claim to submit representatives on his Repre- 
sentation to a kind of political discipline, Dr. Schwarzbart 
overlooks the fact that his * Representation’ is a nominated 
and not an elected body. We therefore challenge his right to 
regard it as representing the views of the majority of Polish 
Jewry in Palestine. We further challenge him to conduct with 
us a plebiscite among them on the evacuation policy Until 
and unless he docs so, he has no right to try and sebmit a 
world-wide organisation lke the N.Z.O. to a Representation 
the majority of whom we are entitled to regard as . having 
been picked because of their views.” 


The Representation of Polish Jews in Palestine has cabled to 
Dr. Schwarzbart an appreciation of his activities and his selt- 
sacfihcing and pratseworthy etlorts. 

In a further statement, the N.Z.O. says: “We think it necessary 
to address only one question to Dr. Schwarzbart: Does he still 
make admission to the Polish Jewish Representation in Palestine 
conditional on their right to advocate and propagate the policy 
of evacuation? That is the practical question. and his reply will 
clear up matters, particularly if it amounts to a withdrawal of 
his earlier statement.” 


Dr. Schwarzbart's Reply 


Dr. Schwarzbart has stated that the demand for the acceptance 
of the principle of evacuation as a condition for the entry of the 
New Zionists into the Representation of Polish Jewry in Pales ine 
was put in a letter sent by the N.Z.O. to the Representation 
under date of April 29. 

[In answer to the qucry put to him by the N.Z.0. in London, 
Dr. Schwarzbart asked ** Whether the Polish section of the New 
Zionist Organisation is willing and ready to enter the Representa- 
tion of Polish Jewry on the understanding that: (a) each party 
within the Representation has the full right to fight for its pro- 
gramme inside the Representation; (b) the policy of the Kenre- 
sentation shall be determined by the e of the majority; (c) 
the decisions of the Representation™are equally binding in 
discipline on all parties within the Representation; and (d) no 
member or party within the Representation shall have the right 
to carry on an oOutskle policy or to undertake steps which are 
inconsistent with the programme or decisions of the Representa- 
tion.”

Dr. |. Schwarzbart also gave an address. He stressed the point

(a) a Jewish State in Palestine, and (b) full and equal mehts 
national and cultural—in the countries i which they lived 

Ihe first clam, he said, should be made by the Zionist 
Organisation in the name of all Zionists: the second should be 
drawn up by one united body of representatives of Jews from 
the various Allied countries now living in Great Britain. 

Dr. Schwarzbart also urged that when negotiations took 
Place between the Governments or other Allied bodies on the 
fate of Jews in Europe, such negofiations should not take place 
without the participation of the accredited representatives of the 
Jewish people in such countries. 

Alter a discussion, resolutions were adopted, among which 
they welcomed the endeavours of the Zionist Federation for 
England to create a uni#ted front of all Zionist Groups from 
the Continent in England: and declared, in view of the present- 
day situation, that “ a united front of all Zionists without regard 
to their parties, groups, and differentiations within the frame- 
work of the World Zionist Organisation must be one of the 
foremost aims to be obtained.” Other resolutions expressed 
deep allegiance and unflinching loyalty to the Czechoslovakian

THE PALESTINE VICTORY 
CAMPAIGN 


£40,000 Already Collected 
MANY AID GROUPS BEING FORMED 


The Jewish National Fund announced this week that 
although the official launching of the Palestine Victory 
Campaign has only just taken place (as reported in. last 
week's JewrsH CHRONICLE), work has been going on since 
the beginning of its financial year, and as a result the Cam- 
paign starts with £40,000 already collected by the Fund. 

it is also announced that a luncheon is being arranged at 
Grosvenor House, which will be made the occasion for an 
official statement of’ British Jewry’s declaration of faith. Com- 
mittees are being formed; in connection with this luncheon, 
among various trades in the pursuit of the campaign. 

A special department of the Campaign has been set up for 
youth, and the Institute of Jewish Youth has pledged its 
support. Its particular contribution ts to be in the form of 
a special appeal to its own members to provide the means to 
acquire land for the Anglo-Baltic Kibbutz, the group of English 
Chalutzim which has been in Palestine for some time without 
being allocated a special piece of land. The head office of the 
J.N-F. has just stated that land is being set aside in Galilee for 
this purpose. The Kibbutz itself demanded land in Galiice so 
that it might be on the most vulnerable frontier of Palestine. | 

The J.N.F. has also set up a Continental Department which 
is forming separate sections for Jews from various ¢ ontinental 
countries. A number of meetings are being arranged, the first 
being held last Sunday, as reported in another column. 


Greeting Cables from Palestine 


Well over a score of cables of greeting and good wishes for 
the opening of the Campaign have been received by the J.N.P. 
in London from Jewish institutions and leaders in Palestine. | 

The Executives of the Jewish Agency and the Zionist Organi- 
sation in Jerusalem write: 

“ This decisive hour of the Keren Kayemeth Campaign recalls 
Jeremiah’s demonstration of faith in Israel's future by the 
purchase of a plot of land at a fateful moment im our history. 
While the present situation is not comparable, the underlying 
conception is identical—namiely, soil is the essential basis of 
national existence. The approach of war merely enhances the 
signiticance of land as a guarantee for the national future, . . .” 

The Keren Havesod, in its cable, says “ Jewish. land in 
Palestine is the fundamental prerequisite of our building up 
and constitutes the inalienable security .of our people,” while 
the Vaad Leumi says: “ The Palestine Yishuv in this critical 
hour, bracing itself to defend its position, highly appreciates 
British Jewry’s contribution to land redemption, To imcrease 
our land possessions is the preliminary great task devolving 
upon Eretz Yisracl—namely, expansion in the sphere of 
industrial and agricultural productivity during the war and the 
creation of a refuge and permanent home for scores of 
thousands of migrants later.”

Second Annual Conference 


The second Pegisha of Hashomer Hatzair in England was 
held recently at the Hachshara centre of the Continental 
Chaverim at Brockton, Shropshire. 

The Secretary, Miss J. Kahan (London), gave a detailed report 
of the activities and achievements of the movement since the 
first Pegisha last vear. The mpvement, she said, had made 
great strides torward, both with regard to numbers and the 
cultural standard of the Chaverim. New groups had been 
formed in Liverpool, Southport, Manchester, Reading, and 
Welwyn Garden City, apart trom those already existing m 
London and Belfast. The first Hachshara centre of the Anglo- 
Irish movement had been started at Mullisle, Northern Ireland. 

Mr. Y. Morris (Bellast and Liverpool). gave an address on 
the social and economic causes of the Jewsh question, with a 
Statistical susvey of the occupation of Jews in various countries.

THE ZIONIST REGIONAL 
CONFERENCES

Mr. Barnett Janner presided at the first Regional Conference 
in East London, held under the auspices of the Zionist Federa- 
tion. 

Professor S. Brodetsky said that ever since the war began they 
had offered to the British Government every possible Jewish 
assistance. The Jews of Palestine had carried out their own 
registration and had been ready from the outset to play their 
part. There were 10,000 Palestinian Jews in the British Army, 
and many of them had played an heroic part in almost every 
battleficld in Egypt and Africa, but, unfortunately, no acknow- 
ledgment of the Jewish people as one of the Allies in the war 
had yet been made. In Iraq they had seen the effects of 
the Government's policy since 1921 of favouring those hostile 
to them at the expense of their friends. The German attack in 
the Middle East confirmed all that Zionists had been saying for 
a generation. All suggestions to the Government for strengthen- 
ing Palestine as the focal point of the Middle East were ignored. 

The setting up of an East London Zionist Central Council and 
the opening of a Zionist Centre in East London as soon as 
possible were among the decisions come to at the Conference. 


ZIONIST FEDERATION AND THE J.N.F. 
Northern Conference Welcomes Collaboration 


[From our Correspondent—MANCHESTER] 


The second conference was held in Manchester on Sunday at 
the Midland Hotel. Besides local representatives, delegates 
attended also from Liverpool, Southport, Preston, Bolton, and 
Llandudno 

The morning session, at which Mr. Barnett Janner (Chairman, 
E.Z.F.) presided, was devoted to questions of Zionist organisa- 
tion and propaganda. Particular satisfaction was shown by 
the delegates when the Chairman and Mr. S. Temkin (Acting 
General Secretary, E.Z.F.) reported that the Federation was 
going to throw its weight into the Palestine Victory Campaign 
launched by the Jewish National Fund, and they expressed the 
hope that this would be the forerunner of many acts of co- 
operation between the two organisations. 

On the proposal of Mr. Joe Leon, the following resolution 
Was carried unanimously: 

“ This conference welcomes the news of the collaboration 
af the E.Z.F. and Keren Hayesod with the Jewish Nitional 
Fund, and calls upon the Hon. Officers of these organisations 
to bring into effect without delay a scheme of joint working.” 
Mr. Temkin described the efforts made to organise Zionist 

Societies in many reception areas. The Z.F. Education ( om- 
mittee was considering the preparation of a Hebrew text-book, 
for use in Jewish schools, and, on the adult side, they were 
keen that Zionist societies should form study groups, who could 
base their work on the correspondence course on Zionism which 
had been prepared by the Federation. 

In -the discussion which followed, Mr. Hasleton said. that 
extensive propaganda for Zionism was needed in both the 
Jewish and non-Jewish Press. They must also strive to cver- 
come the differences between the Z.O. and the N.Z.O. He also 
suggested the setting up of a N.W. Regional Council to direct 
Zionist work. 

Mr. N. Englesbere (Manchester) urged that the E.Z.F. should 
state its political view on current Zionist problems and Palestine 
affairs, and keep provincial branches of the movement informed 
of the views stated and resolutions expressed on these matters 
by the Zionist leadership in London. 

At the political session in the afternoon, Mr. Janner said that 
British people were beginning td see that a more active support 
of the Zionist work in Palestine would have brought Great 
Britain an immense amount of added strength in her present 
struggle in the Middle Bast. As tt was, the campaigns in Iraq 
and Syria were much more manageable propositions tor Britain 
because she knew that she had in Palestine a firm and loyal 
population of half-a-million Jews to back her up. 


Britain’s Ignoring of the Jews 


Professor Brodetsky deplored the lack of reference in Mr. 
Eden's. recent speech at the Mansion House to the Jewish 
political factor in the Middle East. It appeared that the 
Government were making a beginning of stating their precise 
**neace aims" in the Middle East for post-war application. In 
this new political structure the claims and aspirations of the 
Jewish pcople in regard to Palestine should be taken into 
account, and it was tmportant to realise that the future of 
European Jewry and the Jewish future in Palestine were 
inseparably bound up together as one and the same problem. 

In the post-war settlement of the Middle East, said the 
speaker, a comprehensive, statesmanlike arrangement about 
Palestine would be necessary, providing an area in which the 
Jews would be able to absorb great masses of their people who 
had been ruined in Hitlerite Europe, under conditions of com- 
plete sovereignty as far as such fundamental matters as immigra- 
tion and defence were concerned. 


Jewish Army Project Not Dropped 


On the subject of the Jewish Army project, Dr. Brodetsky said 
it was wrong to say that it had disappeared from the political 
arena. The negotiations with the Government were still going 
on. He repeated the demand that the Jews should be granted 
the opportunity te fight and contribute in every possible way 
to the war effort as an ally standing side by side with all the 
other Allies of Great Britain. 

On the proposal of Messrs. Englesberg and Hasleton, a 
resolution was passed by the conference urging the Executive 
of the Jewish Agency to conduct a public campaign in favour of 
the establishment of the Jewish Army. 

In the evening, Dr. P. I. Wigoder (Chairman, Manehester 
Zionist Central Council) presided at a public meeting addressed 
by Professor Brodetsky and Mr. Janner.

POST-WAR RECONSTRUCTION 
Jews Must Plan Ahead 


Speakiag on the subject of “ Jewish Reconsfruction After the 
War ‘at the Anglo-Palestinian Club last week, Dr. Dov Biegun 
pointed to two lines of action as basically important for the 
Jewish future—the transformation of Jewish youth from traders 
and distributors into producers, and preparation for large-scale 
immigration into Palestine. 

Mr. M. Rosetté, who presided, said that the Club had sent 
a cavlegram to Mr. P. Horowitz (the Chairman of the Club), 
congratulating him on his escape when the ship in which he 
was travelling to the U.S.A. was torpedoed. 

Wr. Biegun said the last 20 years were remarkable for the 

apparent complacency which reigned all over Europe among 
both Gentiles and Jews, It was a period of swing music, of 
piays, of sport, and of picture-going—a period when pcople 
tried to forget the fundamental problems of the world—although 
probably it was one of the gravest periods of economic and 
political development for the last 2,000 years. 
_ for a great many years Jews in this country, and particularly 
in France, did not envisage the grave peril in which they them- 
selves were because of the serious position in which the Jewish 
people found themselves in Germany, and {to a certain extent in 
Poland and in the other small States*after the Treaty of 
Versailles. 

Jews to-day were suffering from another illusion, which was 
not less dangerous than the illusion of 1930 and 1939. It was 
that because the world had at last awakened to the dangers df 
slavery and had made a stand against Hitler, they, as Jews, could 
pat themselves on the back and say that after the war, when 
various tcforms would be carried through, they would be able 
to live in a world rid of oppression and bitterness. That was 
what they were told, but in that matter he was a Jewish 
aptkoress—he did not believe it. 

That did not mean, however, that he despaired of the Jewish 
future. He predicted that a perpetual and large-scale immigra- 
tion would dominate Jewish life on the Continent after victory, 
and in the long run the Jewish people on the Continent would 
be given a chance, but it would be scized only by certain 
portions of the population, the vast masses of Jews there, 
whether they wanted it or not, being compelled to emigrate. 

They should plan consciously to-day to settle after the war 
large numbers of Jewish people outside Europe instead of keep- 
ing them in Europe and thus aggravating the position of those 
who must remain there, because no matter what the position 
was, they would not be able to transfer large masses of Jewish 
people too quickly. By “outside Europe” he meant 
Palestine. The difference between the Diaspora and Palestine 
was that the more Jews there were in the former the worse was 
their econemic and political position, but the more Jews who 
went to Palestine the stronger was their position, because they 
were creating everything from top to bottom. He could. not 
believe, he said, that a check would be put to Jewish expansion 
there after a victorious war 

Mr. J. Linton presided at a showing of the two Palestinian 
films, * Collective Adventure ” and “ Homeland in the Making,” 
at the Club recently. The films were shown by the courtesy 
of the Zionist Federation and the Jewish National Fund. 


FARM CITY MEETING IN LEEDS 


A public meeting under the auspices of the Farm City Associa- 
tion was held at the Forum Cinema, Leeds, last weck following 
the Farm City Conference (and briefly referred to in our last 
issuc), Mr. Tlenry Freedman was in the chair. 

Mr. Nettler (Glasgow) said he thought the day would prove 
historical because i saw brought into being the Farm. City 
Association of Great Britain and Ircland, There was a class 
of Jews, he said, which was not taken into consideration by 
their Zionist national efforts, which concerned themselves 
naturally with those who needed their help first. But there 
were large numbers of middle-class Jews who hanpened to 
be able to spare a little above what they needed for their living. 
These people too loved Palestine and aspired to the happiness 
that could only come to a people that felt itself solidly and 
deeply rooted in tts own soil. The way for them had been 
created through the Farm Cuy, which would work out the 
principle of middle-class immigration into Palestine under 
national auspices 

Professor Samson Wright said that the J.N.F. since the war 
had acquired 64,000 dunams of new land. In spite of the war 
their income had been round about its peak. . Of the annual 
income of £600,000. mostly from the U.S.A., they were buving 
land to-day in spite of political difficulties. There were also 
deep and increasing sympathy and understanding of their cause 
in the U.S.A. 

Mr. Leopold Schen said there was no better way of convinc- 
ing the world that they believed in what they said than by 
going to-day to Palestine and buying land when the enemy was 
at the gate. It was going to be their tangible expression of faith 
in ultimate victory. The “ Palestine Victory Campaign ™ of the 
Yishuv was begun not that week but 20 years ago, and during 
that time they had been toiling and preparing for it. 

Mr. L. Harris (Manchester) also spoke.

AIR RAIDS OVER HAIFA 


A.R.P. Measures in Tel-Aviv and 
Jerusalem 


Hostile aircraft approached Haifa at two o'clock on Thurs-° 


day morning and were engaged by the anti-aircraft defences. 
Although the attack lasted for three hours and bombs were 
dropped over a wide area, little material damage was caused. 
One person was killed and one was injured. 

Enemy planes were twice over Haifa on Friday night. During 
their first visit a number of bombs were dropped. There were 
no casualties and no material damage. 

An air-raid alarm was sounded in Tel-Aviv between two and 
three o'clock on Saturday morning, and there was an alert 
during the funerals of the victims of the big raid. 

The construction of a further hundred public air-raid shelters, 
to accommodate 10,000 people, has been begun in Tel-Aviv. 

The Palestine Government has approved the allocation of a 
further £10,000 for concrete underground shelters, announced the 
Mayor at a meeting of the Municipality. He added that 900 beds 
and 22 operating theatres were being prepared as a reserve for 
Tel-Aviv and the hinterland, while +f first-aid stations and 90 
auxiliary stations were already equipped, as well as 900 fire- 
extinguishing units and Diesel engines pumping 1,000 cubic 
metres of water per hour. 

In regard to the question of food storage, it was proposed to 
allocate £25,000 for the purchase of food to supply 20,000 people. 
At present 10,000: people could be supplied. 

In conclusion, the Mayor said that neighbouring local councils 
had offered £1,500 for the preparation of 150 beds to accomo- 
date the population under their control. 

The Tel-Aviv Municipal Council recently approved allocations 
for a further 2,500 air-raid shelters for private houses. 


Tower of David as Raid Shelter 


Parts of the ancient Tower of David guarding the main gate 
of the walled city of Jerusalem are being converted into an air- 
raid shelter. The fortifications are said to be so strong that 
the expenditure of only about £150 will be needed for completion 
of the work. 


ONLY 24 HOURS A DAY! 
Palestinian Industries’ Regret 


Pessimism in regard to Palestine’s industries following the 
outbreak of war is now seen to have been unfounded, it was 
staied by Mr. Hoofien, addressing a meeting of the Tel-Aviv 
Chamber of Commerce. Some industries, he added, were not 
only showing profits, but had even built up new capital reserves. 
Others were rapidly expanding, and manufacturers were regret- 
ting that there were only 24 hours in a day. 

r. Hoofien concluded by expressing the hope that the 
Palestine Government would give its assistance in problems 
relating to raw materials and transport. 


MORE REFUGEES ARRIVE 


Four hundred refugees from Nazi persecution, including a 
mumber of Jewish families, have arrived in Palestine on board 
a Greck steamer. 

The remaining 70 Jewish immigrants who arrived “ illegally "’ 
ten months ago on the s.s. Libertad have now been released 
from the internment camp at Athlit. 


GERMAN JEWISH SETTLEMENT ON 
THE LAND 


With the transmission of £130,000 sterling by the British 
Central Council for Jewish Refugees in recent years, the Keren 
Kayemeth has acquired 15,000 dunams of land for German- 
Jewish settlement of various types, it is stated in Jerusalem, 
enabling some 1,200 persons to settle on the land through the 
German-Jewish Settlement Department. 

A further £24,000 sterling is awaiting transmission to expand 
this programme. 


EXPORTING BANANAS TO RUSSIA 


The Tnuva Co-operative Society in Palestine announces that 
its banana crop this year has amounted to 2,700 tons. For 
the first time, 220 tons of the fruit have been exported to Russia, 
and further deliveries are expected shortly.

RUMANIANS FRATERNISE 
WITH JEWS 


Nazis’ Latest Admission 


The Nazis are meeting with growing opposition in 
Rumania, especially from the intellectuals. Often it takes 
the form of friendship with Jews. The Nazi BUKARESTER 
TAGEBLATT now complains that despite the introduction of 
the Nazi regime the anti-Semitism of the Rumanians remains 
only -superficial. In many towns, it says, scenes of 
fraternisation of Jewish and Rumanian students can be 
witnessed, which often assume “a provocative character 
against Rumania’s German liberators.” 

I'welve noted Jews have been arrested in Alba Julia after they 
had been denounced as having listened in to broadcasts from 
London and spreading the news among the Rumanian people. 


* At the same time, in accordance with Nazi demands, 336 more 


members of the lron Guard, arrested for their part in the recent 
pogroms, have been released. Altogether, about 1,750 members 
have already been let loose. 
The anti-Semitic Porunca Vremtt is demanding the creation 
of ghettoes on the model of Nazi Poland “ in order to prevent 
the exploitation of ‘Aryans,’ and the spreading among non- 
Jews of the epidemics raging among the Jews." The paper also 
demands the confiscation of all Jewish houses in holiday resorts 
for the benefit of Rumanian refugees from Transylvania, 
Bessarabia, and Northern Bukovina, the territories lost by 


Rumania during the war. 


A new “ purge” of Jews in commerce has been announced 
by the Rumanian wireless. It is also stated that General 
Antonescu has decided “to attack the Jewish probdicm 
resolutely" without further delay, and that the distinction 
Soemeery, drawn between baptised and unbaptised Jews is to be 
a . 


SLOVAK “PRO-JEWS ” ON TRIAL 
Evading the Jew-Laws 


The Nazi Press says that a number of Slovak “pro-Jews” are 
to be tried shortly on charges of assisting Jews to defeat the 
anti-Jewish legislation. In order to avert the “Aryanisation” 
of the businesses of Jewish friends, say the Nazis, many 
Slovaks assumed charge of them, but in reality they 
back all the profits. Other Slovaks took over Jewish houses 
which were to be confiscated but allowed the Jews to con- 
tinue to live in them. 

in one instance a member of the Hlinka Guard took over a 
flat but lived only in the servants’ quarters, the other five rooms 
being occupied by a Jewish family. The Guard was arrested, 
as were also all those who were in a position to be aware of 
the circumstances. local Hlinka Guard commander was 
dismissed from his office. . 

Many Jews have been imprisoned for technical offences in the 
Presov area for failing to wear yellow arm-bands, open their 
shops on Saturdays, or stay indoors during curfew. 

The Bratislava office of the Nazi Deurscue Parte: has 
invited Party members to select a suitable flat occupied by Jews 
and to hand in an application for it. The application will then 
be passed on to the Central Economic Office, and will be granted 
within one month.

Cries of “ Death to the Jews! ” were heard at a Clausenist 
(Danish Nazi) meeting held in Copenhagen, when the open- 
ing of a new anti-Jewish drive was announced. 

According to the Farpretanper, an audience of 6,000 heard 
the quisling Clausen describe the social misery caused by 
“Jewish-dominated democracy and promise the inauguration 
of a golden era under the new order. 

It 1s announced by Aage Andersen, director of the Danish 
Race Political Control Centre, that he intends to establish a 
section for research and the dissemination of information 
regarding “ non-Aryan ” Danish subjects and their influence on 
the social life of the country. Denmark is ignorant of the most 
clementary racial and political principles, says Andersen. The 
people must be taught “Aryan ™ principles and the need of close 
collaboration between peoples of the same “ blood-strain.” It 
is fatal, he declares, to associate with “ Danish-speaking inter- 
national Jews.” 

The Danes are now being advised by Nazi agitators to get 
proof of the purity of their “Aryan” grigin. Under the new 
order, they are told, all professions and leading posts will be 
reserved for “‘Aryans.”’ However, the Danes remain unimpressed 
by Nazi teachings, and the Danish partisans of Hitler remain 
an insignificant minority. 


The trial has taken place in Copenhagen of two Jewish 
brothers, Eckhard and Bernard Pederson, aged 18 and 19, 
charged with acts of sabotage’ against German military 
transports. They were both sentenced to one year’s imprison- 
ment. The Nazi Press has given much publicity to the trial, 
calling it only the first of a series against Jews accused of 
sabotaging the work of the occupation authorities, and threaten- 
mg the Jews gencrally with reprisals. 


REPRISALS IN GREECE 


The Nazi military authorities in Athens and Salonika have 
forbidden Jews to appear in the streets between 9 p.m. and 
5 am. Offenders are liable to be sent to coneentration 
camps and to be heavily fined. The Nazis, in issuing this 
order. describe it as a reprisal against the “Jewish pro- 
British agents ” for inciting the Greeks to commit acts of 
sabotage against the occupation authorities and demonstrate 
their hostility to the new regime. peng 

A number of Jews accused of pro-British activities have 
already been interned in the already notorious camp established 
in Levadia. The Nazis have placarded the streets of Athens and 
Salonika with proclamations declaring the Jews responsible for 
the misfortunes which have fallen the Greeks, since they 
“dragged the country into war against Germany on behalf 
of Britain.” 


QUISLING HOUNDS OSLO JEWS 


Quisling’s Storm Troopers are preparing a pitiless persecution 
of the handful of Jews still remaining in Oslo, says a Stockholm 
message. 7 

Their paper, the HiroMANNEN, publishes a series of portraits 
of persons satirically described as “ lovable’ Jews, urging 
Norwegians to keep a look-out for them. The paper tells 
Norwegians not to deal with Jews, visit Jewish doctors, or accept 
employment with Jews: and to exclude Jews from restaurants 
where “ Nordic-blooded " people dine. Jews have no right, i 
says, in a Nordic State. . 

Indignation has been caused in anti-Nazi circles in Norway 
by the revelation that German soldiers and sailors have lately 
been offering for sale articles looted from Jewish businesses and 
homes. Anti-Nazi leaders have issued an appeal to the public 
to buy nothing from the Nazis.

HITLER’S ORDERS TO HUNGARY 
Nuremberg Laws Deeply Resented 


In response to orders from Berlin, the enactment of the 
Nuremberg Laws has been proclaimed in Hungary. The 
new legislation not only prohibits mixed marriages of Jews 
and “Aryans,” but also provides that all such marriages 
concluded since January 1, 1933, shall be dissolved. As in 
Germany. Jews are forbidden to employ maidservants under 
45. Jewish children are to be confined to special schools 
set up by the Jewish Communal Boards. The excuse given 
for the adoption of the laws is “necessary collaboration 
with Germany.” 

The news of their enactment has produced a painful impression 
among Hungarians, many of whom deeply resent Nazi inter- 
ference in Hungary's internal life. It is even stated that there 
was opposition to the Nazis in Government circles. A number 
of newspapers openly criticise the laws as likely to produce chaos 
in social life. Even some of the anti-Semitic organs admit that 
in view of the long association of the Jews with Hungarian life 
and the bonds existing between Jews and non-Jews a modifica- 
tion of the laws will be necessary to make them workable in 
Hungary. 

Deputy Josef Schengeler, a member of the pro-Nazi Arrow 
Cross Party, has been expelled frqn the Party and forced to 
resign his seat in Parliament. It is said that he refused, despite 
repeated warnings, to sever his business relations with Jewish 
merchants. 


POLISH CABINET’S PLEDGE 
"Equality for Jews 


Ihe Polish Cabinet has declared its solidarity with the 
views expressed by the Prime Minister, General Sikorski, 
on the attitude of the Polish Government towards the Jews. 

A resolution adopted by the Cabinet declares: “In 
accordance with the sincerely democratic policy of the Govern- 
ment, the principle of *‘ equal obligations, equal rights” will 
prevail in future Poland for all citizens irrespective ol 
nationality, race, and religion. This ts the attitude of the 
Polish Government, which regards the practising of any ante 
Semitic policy as harmtul.” 

Separate assurances that the new Poland will be “a demo- 
cratic republic in the true meaning of the term” have been 
given by M. Banaczyk. a Icading member of the Polish National 
Council, and now Acting Chairman of the Peasants’ Party, in 
a broadcast to the peasants in Poland. Poland, he declared, 
will guarantee full freedom and liberty, and will allow the 
full development of the national minorities. The Peasants’ 
Party has always belonged to the democratic group, but just 
before the war some of its more reactionary leaders were 
following the growing trend of anti-Semitism. Recently a 
healthier outlook has been gaining ground, as witness the 
present broadcast. 


VOYAGE TO FREEDOM 
Children Saved From French Camps 


Passengers on board the reiugee rescue ship Mouzinho, which 
leit Lisbon last week for New York on a special voyage arranged 
by the American Jewish Jomt Distribution Committee, included 


_ 130 children trom orphanages and internment camps in France, 


sons and daughters of Polish, Czech, Austrian, and German 
Jews who have either died or are in concentration camps. 

A. typical case Was that of five brothers and sisters, the oldest 
of them only 13, who are joming their grandmother in America. 
Their tather diced in the notorious Buchenwald concentration 
camp; their mother died of pneumonia in the * Hell-camp ” 
ol Gurs. 

Nearly all the children showed signs of the intense privations 
they had suflered. Those who have recently come from the 
occupied countries showed by their startled response to calls and 
gestures evidence of the treatment to which they had become 
accustomed. 

Nurses who accompanied the children on their five-day journey 
to Lisbon from Marseilles reported that their young charges were 
so inured to suffering that they did not inform them when any- 
thing was wrong. One tot suflcring from an arm injury bore 
the pain without telling the nurses anything about it until in 
actual agony from infection. Most of the children arrived in 
tattered clothing and with wooden-soled shoes. But Mr. Morris 
C. Troper, Chairman of the European Executive Council of the 
* Jomt,” arranged that all the children should be fitted out anew 
before sarling. 

Ihe health of the children on their voyage was supervised by 

Professor Maximilian Weinberger, the well-known Viennese 
specialist, who was also emigrating. Other refugees travelling 
on the Mouzinho included Marc Chagall, the French Jewish 
artist, Edward Schindler, the Prague theatrical producer, Dr. 
Robert Serebrenik, Chief Rabbi of Luxembourg, and Herr 
Martin Authauser, the well-known banker. Thirty-six women 
nurses and muissionarics who were rescued from the torpedoed 
Zamzam were included in the passenger list. 
_ The emigration of the children was arranged by the “Joint” 
im conjunction with the Quakers’ Service Committee, which, 
with the United States Committee for Children, is arranging the 
placing of them in American homes. 


PARIS SYNAGOGUES CLOSED 


All Synagogues in Paris, with one exception, have been closed 
by the Nazis, according to the Paris Press. Placards calling for 
the burning of Jews as traitors have been posted all over the 
city. They bear the signature of the French Fascist organisa- 
tion, The Fire.”’ 

The whole district of St. Paul, which constituted the ghetto 
of Paris, is to be closed, according to a wireless announcement, 
and will be demolished shortly. A number of Jewish shops in 
the district have been already closed. 


All Jews working in the administrative offices of the Foreign 
Legion in North Africa have been dismissed. The order affects 
about 120 persons, who, Vichy considers, might sabotage any 
orders directed against the Allies. 

Algerian Jews have been forbidden to retain, buy, or sell 
arms. The dismissal has been ordered of all Jews employed in 
factories engaged in military work. 

The authorities in unoccupied France have sanctioned the re- 
establishment of the Agudath Israel, which ceased- to function 
when the Nazis took Paris. Under the chairmanship of Advocate 
Muller, former President of the French Aguda, and with the 
co-operation of Rabbis Simon Langer (of Paris) and E. Weil 
(of Colmar), and Advocate Schnurman (of Strasbourg), a 
centfal committee has been formed in Marseilles, with branches 
in the more important towns of unoccupied France. 
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GHETTO COINAGE 


According to Nazi reports the German authorities in Poland 
have mow completed arrangements for the introduction of a 
special currency for the ghettoes, which will be valid for Jews 
only, and which all non-Jews will be forbidden to accept. The 
new currency notes will bear the Shield of David emblem and 
inscriptions in German and Yiddish. The object of the measure 
is to make it impossible for Jews in the ghettoes to trade with 
non-Jews without the sanction of the authorities. 

The regulations banning the delivery of food to the Jewish 
ghettoes have also been strengthened by the introduction of the 
death penalty for offenders. A Jew named Kantorowicz has 
been publicly hanged at Kutno on a charge of having smuggled 
a small quantity of sugar into the Warsaw ghetto. Leading 
local Jews were forced to witness the scene. Three Poles were 
similarly executed at Wloclawek. 

bread ration for the Jews in the Warsaw ghetto has 
been reduced to 60 grammes daily, or exactly one-quarter of the 
amount allowed to Germans. It is reported that the German 
Ministry of Food has decided that the rationed bread allotted 


to Jews in the Third Reich and in occupied countries should 
be at least three days old. 


In the Sosnowice and Bendin areas, the Nazis are now 
employing 27,000 Jewish forced labourers, mainly on the con- 
struction of new roads. Many Jews are being drafted for 
work in the Polish Silesian coal mines. 

The Gestapo has carried out widespread raids on ghettoes in 
Poland and arrested many Jews on the charge of listening-in 
secretly to news broadcast from London and of spreading it 
among Poles. 

News has been received that Dr. Marcus Spiegel, one of the 
most active Zionist leaders in Galicia, has been shot by the 


Nazis, in or near Cracow, after having been imprisoned for 
several months. 


SOVIET RELEASES BUND LEADERS 


A notable change is reported in the Soviet attitude towards 
the Jewish Socialist Bund. Several Bundists previously arrested 
= now said to have been released and allowed to emigrate to 

apan. 

Mr. Alexander Ehrlich, son of the well-known Bundist léader, 
is known to have reached New York; and Mr. Joseph Brumberg, 
head of the Medem Sanatorium, has arrived in Japan. It ts 
learned that Mr. Victor Alter, who was previously reported to 
have been shot, is now actually able to carry on his work in 
Russia. Mr. Ehrlich, senior, is also believed to be safe. His 
wite, who is the daughter of Professor Dubnow, the historian, 
is in Japan. 


Mr. A. Schapiro, a young Kaunas Jew, has been appointed 
Chief of Education of the All-Lithuanian Union of Workers 
(the organisation which covers all trade unions in the country). 
Mr. J. Waldstein, a young Jewish chemist, has been appointed 
General-Secretary of the Union of High School and University 
Students in Lithuania. 


POLISH REFUGEES IN JAPAN 


As the result of negotiations undertaken by Dr: I. Schwarz- 
bart, 79 Polish Jewish refugees stranded in Japan have been 
granted permission to enter Canada, with the understanding 
that the Federation of Polish Jews in Canada shall guaranfte 
their maintenance for the duration of the war. The Federation 
has declared itself ready to accept the responsibility for the care 
of more Polish Jewish refugees if the Canadian Government 
will grant them permissiog to enter the country. 

Most of the Polish refugees in Japan, numbering over a 
thousand, are, by the wish of the Japanese authoritics, con- 
centrated in Kobe. In the streets. hotels, and cafés of the town 
Yiddish ts frequently heard, and the curiosity of the inhabitants 
is often excited by the sight of bearded Jews in kaftans. 

A refugee committee sponsored by the Jewish Community is 
working efficiently and gives help equally to Christian and 
Jewish refugees. Those who cannot afford to pay for their own 
housing are provided with accommodation, and 15 large houses 
have been rented for this purpose. There is also a medical 
service. The committee receives support from the American 
Jewish Joint Distribution Committee. 

The Japanese authorities treat the refugees with consideration, 
and are in most cases willing to extend their permits to remain 
in the country. 

The refugees are permitted a daily ration of half a kilogramme 
of white bread, baked, incidentally, at a German bakery at 
Kobe, owned by a Nazi. He receives payment from the Jewish 
committee. 


ANOTHER SOUTH AFRICAN SYNAGOGUE 
ATTACKED 


A bomb outrage on a Synagogue is reported from Germiston 
(Transvaal), where one of the doors of the building was blown 
in and the windows shattered. The police are investigating. 
By a coincidence, the Minister, the Rev, Dr. A. Lichtigfeld, had 
on the previous Friday night- spoken in his sermon on the 
bombing of churches overseas, and had expressed the conviction 
that “houses of worship may be destroyed, but the spirit 
manifested in them will live on.” 

Recently, as reported in THe Jewish CHRONICLE, there was 
a bomb attack on the Sourn Arrican JewisH Times, of 
Johannesburg, and there have been previous attacks on 
Synagogues. 


CHURCHILL MANUSCRIPT FOR WAR FUND 


Mrs. Netta Levin, of Pretoria, presented to the South African 
War Fund the manuscript of a chapter of a book on the South 
African war, which Mr. Winston Churchill was writing when he 
was a prisoner of war in Pretoria. 

The manuscript was purchased for the sum of £100 by Sir 
Ernest Oppenheimer, who has offered to loan it to the Afrikana 
Museum for public display. ' 


The promotion has been gazetted of Major Henry Gluckman, 
M.-P., to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel (South African Medical 
Corps). He is posted as Liaison Officer to the Medical 
Directorate and Commands. Colonel Gluckman served in the 
last war with the Medical Corps, in which he held the rank of 
Captain. He was elected a Member of Parliament for Yeoville 
(Johannesburg) in the general election of 1938, and has always 
taken a keen interest in Jewish communal affairs. 


SAYING IT WITH MUSIC 


Netherlanders have succeeded in circumventing the Nazi ban 
on Jewish musicians playing in public, reports Vriy NEDERLAND, 
the Free Dutch newspaper published in London. House con- 
certs are held everywhere, and the artists are Jews, who have 
always been treated with tolerance by the Dutch. 

The Nazi occupation authorities are furious at this evasion of 
the regulations, but find themselves powerless to interfere. 


AMERICAN GIFTS TO ENGLAND 
Children’s Nursing-Homes 


A children’s nursing-home, costing $25,000 (£6,250), to be 
set up somewhere in England on a non-sectarian basis, and 
named in honour of Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President of the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine, has been presented to the British 
War Relief Society by the Jewish Section of the American 
Imerfaith Committee for Aid to the Democracies. 

The presentation was made (as reported briefly in this paper 
on June 6) at a luncheon arranged jointly by the British War 
Relicf Society and the Jewish Section in honour of Dr. 
Weizmann, at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel, New York. It is 
the second non-sectarian home for children presented in a 
month by the Jewish Section. The first home was named in 
honour of General Sir Archibald Wavell, Commander-in-Chief 
of the British armies of the Near East. * A series of homes 
to be named after distinguished world leaders, Jewish and non- 
Jewish, is to be part of the special undertaking of the Jewish 
Section, which has already credited to it more than $200,000 
(£50,000), raised for mobile field kitchens and contributed to 
the British -War Relief Society. The home was made possible 
in part oY, the generosity of the Esco Fund Committee, headed 
by Mrs. Frank Cohen, which gave $10,000 (£2,500) towards it. 

The gift was received on behalf of the British War Relief 
Society by Mr. Robert R. Appleby, Vice-President of the 
organisation. Dr, Israel Goldstein Chairman of the Jewish 
Section, presided. The presentation was made by Dr. Stephen 
S. Wise, a Vice-President of the Jewish Section, who is Presi- 
dent of the American Jewish Congress. Brief addresses were 
made by the guest of henour, Dr. Weizmann, and by the 
Director of the British Library of Information, Sir Angus 
Fletcher. All the speakers urged support of England and the 
eenenen of any accounts with England until the end of 
the war. 


Mr. P. Horowitz, Vice-President of the Zionist Federation of 
Great Britain, has spoken in New York in a broadcast in aid 
of the British War Relief Fund. Mr. Horowitz described the 
determination of London's East-End Jews and their unshaken 
confidence in Britain's victory. 


RUMANIA.—The German Nazi organ, the BUKARESTER 
TAGEBLATT, says that a typhus epidemic is raging in the Jewish 
quarters of Bucharest, Jassy, Botosani, and other towns. The 
newspaper admits that the epidemic is largely due to the appal- 
ling tongestion in the Jewish quarters owing to ‘the influx of 
large numbers of Jewish refugees from the smaller places during 
the recent pogroms.

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AMERICA AND BRITAIN 


IN whatever direction the Nazi tiger may next leap, and 
into whatever its claws may fasten, those who look 
a little beyond the more immediate horizon are 
sustained by the knowledge that mighty forces are 
gathering in ever greater array which will one day, and 
perhaps sooner than many think, bring the beast to bay 
and rid the world for ever of its terror. Tlfose forces 
are the increasingly intimate collaboration of the two 
great Democracies and the steady and relentless growth 
of the resources at their command. Their ultimate 
victory, however, will be something more than a 
triumph of arms. It will mark the beginning of the 
emergence of a great new moral factor in the evolution 
of world destmies, and therefore the dawn of a great 
new hope for all mankind. 

Many have not even yet grasped the full significance 
of this new development in human affairs. We stand 
too near. What is happening before our eyes is the 
gradual dropping by America of a long and tenaciously 
held political philosophy: that her destiny is purely 
continental, that she is, and can be, self-sufficient, that 
she has no call to interest herself in the affairs and 
destinies of other peoples, and will have no part or lot 
in their eventual fate. At least once in the past it had 
seemed that this awakening had already come. America 
had forcibly intervened not only to end the conflict of 
the Great War but to help build on its devastations a 
securer and happier world. But on that historic 
occasion, because the American statesmen, whose vision 
had shown them the changes to come, took insufficient 
account of deeply encrusted traditions, their eflort was 
doomed to failure. The old American revulsion at any 
suggestion of entanglement in Europe's quarrels re- 
asserted itself, and Europe was left more or less to 
“ stew in its own juice.” 

Then came totalitarianism, with its colossal military 
machine, proclaiming the return to medieval darkness 
in a world no part of which could escape it, because 
science had swallowed space. Intelligent American 
Statesmen saw at once that the old national habit of 
retiring into America’s safety shelter in the hope that 
the storm would pass them by would no longer do. 
They saw that*the American way of life was direly, 
jeopardised, and realised that their fate was one with 
that of the rest of the democratic world. 

From that moment, thanks to the inspired leadership 
of their illustrious President, the great majority of the 
American people knew that the old hidebound isola- 
tionism was an outmoded and impracticable obsession, 
that the notion that they could disinterest themselves in 
the doing of a raging, insatiable despotism was a 
ruinous and disastrous fallacy, and that they must in 
increasing strength fortify the sull free nations fighting 
for common and vital ideals. 

They are beginning to realise even more—that this 
task cannot, in their own imperious interests, end with 
the grinding of the Hitlerist idol in the dust, that they 
have the honourable and splendid duty to assume their 
share—a big share—in the leadership that will bring the 
world back to a lasting peace based soundly on liberty 
and social security. This is the great new possibility, 
which we all pray may become actual. The New World 
will have been brought in not merely to redress the 
balance of the old, but to restore its peace, protect its 
hearths, and safeguard the things of the spirit that are 
dearest to its soul! Wis a historic, momentous develop- 
ment. It opens up brighter horizons than have ever 
before risen before our wearied eyes. It may invigorate 
the life of the common man, Jew and Gentile alike, 
with new hope even at this dread moment of struggle 
and suffering. We say for Jew and Gentile alike because 
it cannot be that in a new world steered, but not 
dominated, by the great Democracies the miserable 
injustice of Jewish martyrdom can continue. It would 
brand the new Society as a mockery and herald its 
inevitable failure. What the Jewish people could, with 
greater hope than ever before, envisage would be a 
“new deal,” that would at least open up the prospect 
of a radical mifigation of the age-long “ Jewish 
problem.” The future that this happier era. would mean 
for them is writ plainly in the terms of the declaration 
made by the recent Allied Conference in London: 

“That the only true basis of enduring peace is the 
willing co-operation of free peoples in a world in. which, 
relieved of the menace of aggression, all may enjoy 
economic and social security; and that it is their inten- 
tion to work together, and with other free peoples, ‘both 
in war and peace, to this end.” 

What this resolution would mean in practice was 
dramatically exemplified a few days ago when Mr. 
Roosevelt put his foot down determinedly on the 


discrimination practised towards negroes in the distribu- 
tion of work. Calling the matter one of “grave national 
importance,” he ordered Industry to open the doors of 
employment to all workers “ regardless of race, national 
origin, religion, or colour,” for, he said, “no nation 
combating the increasing threat of totaljtarianism can 
afford arbitrarily to exclude large segments of the popu- 
lation from the defence industries.” 

In the realisation of the new and better world, the 
Jewries of the two Democracies have surely their part 
to play. They can, and must, for their own and the 
whole world’s sake, foster every tendency or influence 
that will bring America and’ Britain into closer 
collaboration and discourage everything that could drive 
them apart. They can take mutual counsel and help by 
their united efforts to deepen the two nations’ mutual 
respect and friendship. They can, eschewing timorous 
fears of old gibes, support every political effort to ensure 
that the unity of aspirations of the two peoples is con- 
solidated. They must do their part in the hewing out 
of the new dispensation, and be preud that this sacred 
duty has come in their day. 


OURSELVES AND OUR NEIGHBOURS 


THe sermon on anti-Semitism broadcast on Sunday by 
the Rev. W. W. Simpson was an admirable contribution 
to the cause which he has so much at heart, the cause of 
intercommunal peace and justice. Much of its appeal and 
reasoning, familiar though it must have been to Jewish 
ears, must be less so or quite unknown to thousands of 
Christians. Some of these are predisposed through mali- 
cious criticism to believe that there must be something 
radically wrong with the Jews. Others perhaps are only 
vaguely conscious of the existence of some mystegious 
thing called a “Jewish problem.” Sull others cultivate a 
grievance, justified or false, against individual Jews. To 
all such the home-truths forcefully yét gently conveyed 
by the speaker cannot but have suggested closer and more 
fair and more careful thinking—fair, because there was no 
denial of the faults of some of the Jews themselves, 
admitted and scolded, as was rightly pointed out, in 
responsible Jewish quarters. In the main, the address was 
very properly a challenge to Christian feeling and the 
Christian conscience. And the only pity is that those who 
are definitely and aggressively anti-Jewish are the last 
persons to be moved by Christian sentiment, and would 
certainly not listen to any part of a religious service, let 
alone Mr. Simpson's address. A_ similar fate awaits 
expostulations from the Jewish pulpit. Many of those to 
whom they are addressed are not exactly devotees of the 
Synagogue and are consequently not greatly influenced by 
u€ feproofs. All of which means that both the Jewish 
wrongdoer and the anti-Semite have to be approached from 
a different angle. 


A MATTER OF LOGIC 


TAKING the broad and long view, the whole problem of 
anti-Semitism ought to be, yet rarely is, discussed on 
severely rational lines. Only the most rabid and quite 
unteachable Jew-haters deny that Jewish offenders against 
the law are but a small minority of the Jewish Community. 
Most of those who are apt to indulge in anti-Jewish criti- 
cisms Or abuse frankly admit this truth. Many of them 
rejoice in their “ many Jewish friends.” The question 
arises whether it is’ possible for any Jewish Defence 
campaign, even with the utmost Christian support, to 
eliminate the minority of Jewish offenders. Can a com- 
munity of three or four hundred thousand people, whether 
they be Jews, British, Chinese, or Patagonians, ever hope 
to present a hundred-per-cent. clean bill of moral. health? 
And are we not merely ploughing the sands in an attempt 
to bring about such a miracle? Furthermore, even if the 
miracle could be accomplished, would the non-Jews, left 
with a complete monopoly of crime, relish the spectacle of 
an all-saints Jewry? On the contrary they would hate the 
Jews much more for their virtues than for their vices. Prob- 
ably, like the ancient Greeks who banished Aristides 
because they were tired of hearing him called just, they 
would start a movement for getting rid of those “too 


good ~ Jews who were a standing reproach to their own 
weaknesses. 


THAT VICIOUS OLD FALLACY 


A Great deal of the trouble arises or is fostered by a 
vicious old fallacy to which Mr. Simpson referred and 
which tars all Jews with the sins of individual Jews. This 
is intensified by the no less vicious practice of proclaiming 
the Jewishness of every Jewish offender in the law courts 
or the press. By this process the legend inevitably grows 
that the Jews have more than their reasonable share of 
legal and social offences. Surely then the best contribution 
that could be made to good Judaeo-Christian relationship 
is to endeavour to stamp out both these vile practices with- 
out, of course, relinquishing the other lines of approach 
upon which both Jews and non-Jews are working. There 
will always be Jewish, as there will always be non-Jewish, 
offenders. That obvious truth must be driven home. All 
we can do is to make the Jewish offenders as few as is 
humanly possible. Logic will not then be perverted and 
the Jewish position prejudiced. This is not an appeal for 
concealment but only for fair play. In all cases the habit 
of dragging into a criminal prosecution the totally irrelevant 
facts of the defendant's race or creed only feeds ill-will 
against a multitude of people, and is therefore essentially 
unfair. Against no other section of the nation is it indulged! 


CASE IN POINT 


A FLAGRANT example of the habit referred to above is, 
incidentally, provided by some remarks of “ Cassandra o 
writing in the Dany Mirror. He says that “a number of 
Jews are running a blackguardly food racket.” “ Numeri- 
cally,” he admits, “they are not large,” but he goes on to 
say that he has been examining the records of convictions 
for food misdemeanours, and that it is impossible not to 
be struck by the number of Jewish offenders, judging from 
their names. The fact, pointed out in this paper last week, 
that Jews seem to be singled out for discrimination, first, 
when it comes to prosecutions, and, secondly, when from 
these hand-picked examples are selected cases for the 
Press, has a good deal of relevance in this connec- 
tion. But, this apart, the writer in question goes on to 
advance the perfectly true proposition that the Jewish 
food delinquents, by the notoriety they achieve, bring 
discredit on the whole of their people. “A few wretched 
scallywags,” he exclaims, “can discredit tens of thousands 
of refugees who, in the main, are decent, talented people 
with a deep desire to show their gratitude for what has 
been done for them.” He declares that he is a strong and 
proven opponent of Jew-persecutors, but believes that it 
is a pity that a few jackals should hand such a powerful 
argument to the enemies of the Jews and thus besmirch 
the whole of Jewry, “who have nothing in common ‘with 
these scoundrels and their dirty tricks.” This is well and 
truly said. But is not his own insistence on the race of the 
culprits helping to bring about the very effects upon the 
whole Jewish community which he so vigorously deplores, 
especially among the many who are so anxious to have 
an excuse for Jew-hatred? Why not leave the miscreants 
in question to the Courts, and leave their Jewishness to the 
responsible Jewish Press and leaders? Better sull, why not 
turn his searchlight upon those in the first instance 
responsible for the allocation of food supplies, without 
whose apparent inefficiency—shall we say—-the oft-exposed 
rapacity of retailers would be impossible? 


“THE GREAT” NO MORE 


Ir is now possible to refer to the destruction by the 
enemy of the Great Synagogue. Of all such losses sustained 
by the Community, this must surely have occasioned the 
sharpest pang. The “ Duke's Place Shool,” as to a past 
gencration and many contemporaries it was known, held a 
place in the affections of London and indeed British 
Jewry shared only. by the grand old Sefardi Synagogue 
of Bevis Marks. It was, indeed, the oldest synagogue in 
London, for though, as, on several occasions, Dr. Cecil 
Roth has pointed out, the Bevis Marks Congregation was 
the senior of the two, the “Great” had been located on 
its present site for a longer period. Its life spanned almost 
tlie whole existence of the London Community, and 
bodied forth its continuity. If, as was once said, the 
Thames is liquid history, the Great Shool symbolised 
English Judaism. A thousand toved memories hovered 
over it. A thousand. ties linked it with the Jewish heart. 
A new Great Synagogue may arise, but, robbed of the 
mellow charm and treasured associations of its predecessor, 
it can never be what the old “ Great” was or play for many 
decades quite the same part in the communal consciousness. 


AWAITING PUBLICATION 


IN this issue we are privileged to print a brief sketch of 
the history of the “@sreat”’ by no less an authority than-the 
historian of Anglo-Jewry, Dr. Cecil Roth. This sketch is 
based on a “ History of the Great Synagogue,” written by 
him at the request of the Hon. Officers of the Synagogue 
in celebration of its 250th agniversary. It is to be hoped 
that this work will be oublished without unnecessary delay 
—either here or in the United States—where the story of 
this ancient shool, now laid in ruins by Nazi barbarians, 
will have an appeal and an interest amongst a very wide 
circle. Incidentally, it will help to stamp Nazism for the 
Savage destructive thing it is, and to warn us all that once 
defeated this evil thing must never be allowed to happen 
again. 


FOR AIR-RAID VICTIMS 


INSTANT attention is asked to the letter of the Lord 
Mayor of London which appears on another page of this 
issue. Its burden is the pressing requirements of the 
National Air-Raid Distress Fund. Need one stress the 
urgency of the work on which this money is expended— 
swift help to the victims of attack, help which is so imme- 
diately and tragically needed that without it the horror 
of the raids and the sufferings endured would be immensely 
deepened and intensified? Many among us «have seen 
this ministering kindness and brotherhood at our own 
doorsteps. Many of our poor coreligionists have found 
solace and comfort in them. Those who have been 
spared this latter experience can surely, if only as a thanks- 
giving for their own immunity, hardly forbear to help the 
less fortunate. It is the glory of the Fund that, just as the 
suffering is indiscriminate, so are the relief and the healing 
it brings. No question of religion or race ever arises, as 
Jews, whether leaders or led, will wholeheartedly testify. 
Nor have our people been slow in contributing to the Fund. 
Far from it! But the Fund’s resources must be continu- 
Musly fed. No one can possibly be deceived by the present 
lull in German attacks. Every one knows that continued 
and extended bombing is to be expected. Let us be ready 


not only with our weapons of defence but with the means 
of succouring without a moment's delay the victims of the 
inhuman and detestable Nazi barbarism.

MANCHESTER HOSPITAL IN 
THE RAIDS 


 Staff’s Devotion to Duty 


{From our Correspondent} 


Presiding at the annual meeting on Sunday afternoon 
of the Jewish Hospital, Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P. referred to 
the damage done to the hospital in two blitzes, and deplored 
deeply the deaths of some of their nurses. 

r. Laski thanked the members of the Hes. Medical Staff, 
the three Resident Housemen the members of the British Red 
Cross Society 87th East Lancs. Detachment, the Voluntary 
Fire Squad, and the Matron and Nursing Staff for their 
unselfish work and devotion to duty during the savage enemy 
attacks on the hospital. 

They had had to issue an appeal toe Jews and non-Jews in 
the district to help meet some of the great losses incurred as 
a result of the air-raids. The appeal to the Jewish Community 
had been successful, but, said the speaker, he cotild have wished 
for more support from the non-Jewish public which made great 
use of the hospital's facilities daily. e¢ would mention, how- 
ever, the act of Metro-Vickers Lid. in sending, of their own 
accord, a gift of £250, and of a firm of decorators which waived 
a debt due to a from the hospital. The Chairman thanked 
Sisters Mansell and Dakin for their work during the raid, 
Mr. Issy Pressman for his numerous activities on behalf of 
the hospital, and Mr. Simon Marks, Miss Mathilde Marks, and 


Mrs. Norman Laski for very generous donations to the hospital 
funds in its time of need. 


Suspended -Alien Doctors Reappointed 


‘The annual report, presented to the meeting, states that 
“during the year the alien doctors in our omalioy had to be 
suspended, but it is good to note that the Government have 
now agreed to their reappointment.”

SOUTHPORT YOUTH CENTRE’S MISSION 


Food for the Bombed-Out 


_ Members of the Southport Youth Centre recently 
journeyed on an enterprising food-distributing expedition 
to Liverpool. 

In less than a week members of the Centre collected from 
the Jewish Communjty of Southport enough food and about 
£25 in money, to take a small convoy and nearly two hundred 
parcels of food into some poor district. The parcels contained 
tinned stulfs, vegetables, sugar, tea, and biscuits. 

At eleven o'clock one morning they set out from the South- 
port Town Hall in a small convoy. The cars had been lent 
by friends and the petrol had been supplied for this special 
mission by the Corporation. 

Miss Betty Kramer, Chairman of the Centre, says: “ The 
Liverpool Citizens’ Advice Bureau allotted us a couple of 
streets in one of the worst damaged areas, and we began by 
distributing the food from door to door, but soon the whole 
neighbourhood heard about us, and we were almost mobbed. 
We had disposed of sned ee 4 within 10 minutes, including a 
few cheese sandwiches we had brought for our own lunch!” 

The Youth Centre has frequently assisted in the distribution 
of food, furniture, and clothing among evacuee and other 
centres.

LIVERPOOL SHECHITA CRISIS 


Dismissed Shochetim Gate-Crash 
Poultry Yard 


{From our Correspondent] 


Difficulties between the Liverpool Board of Shechita and 
the Shochetim of Liverpool culminated on Tuesday when 
Shochetim forced their way into the bps yard of the 
Board and removed padlocks fixed to prevent their 
unauthorised entry. 

it appears that ‘wii the Shochetim had attended at the 
poultry yard on Sunday they were ordered to vacate the 
premises, which they refused to do. The Board fixed locks to the 
doors to prevent their entry on Tuesday, but an entry was forced 
and padlocks removed, and the Shochetim proceeded to kill 

ultry. 
ye When [ called on Mr. B. T. Globe, the President of the 
Board, he handed me the following copy of the letter giving 
notice to all the Shochetim, which, he said, explained the 
position so far as the Board was concerned: 


“The arrangement between my. Board and your Agudah,*in 
+ connection with the further continuation of your services for 
a period of six weeks having expired, and having regard to 
the present financial position of the Board, it being overdrawn 
at the bank to the extent of over £2,000, all free assets having 
been exhausted, with no prospect of the resumption of business 
with the London Board, my Board is extremely sorry to have 
to inform you that your appointment with the Board in the 
capacity of Shochet must be determined, and, accordingly, on 
behalf of the Board, I give you herewith one week's notice 
of the determination of your service with the Board. | 
* As, however, the Board will require three Shochetim tor 
the purpose of the Liverpool Shechita, it will be pleased if 
you will make arrangements between yourselves to Choose 
from among your members three Shochetim to act as servanis 
to the Board after next week, or, alternatively, to work in 
rotation or accept as remuneration, to be divided in due pro- 
portion, the revenue derived from Liverpool Shechita alter 
the deduction of the fixed charges. The Board will be 
pleased to have your reply by Monday next, June 9.” 


Mr. Globe said that as no replies were received, and as the 
Board had no alternative Shochet, the poultry yard was closed, 


Statement by Agudath Hashochetim 


Mr. S. Cashdan, Chairman of Liverpool Agudath Hasho- 
chetim, in™a statement on behalf of his organisation, said that 
following receipt of the notice from the Board on June 5, which 
they had refused to accept, they had arranged independently, at 
the request of the local meat controller and with the local kasher 
butchers, to continue killing for the needs of the Liverpool 
Community. However, on receipt of a wire from the Beth Din 
in London demanding that Shechita be continued in Liverpool 
under the Board, he had communicated with the Secretary ot 
the Board suggesting that arrangements should continue as 
before until a meeting of representatives of the Board and the 
Shochetim. with the Beth Din in London. The reply he had 
received was to the effect that the matter could not be dis- 
cussed with him as he was no longer employed by the Board. 

A meeting was then held of delegates of the local Jewish 
Butchers’ Association, representatives of the Shochetim, and the 
local Deputy Meat Agent. At this meeting the Deputy Meat 
Agent said that it was his duty to see that supplies of meat 
reached the Community, ind suggested that the Shochetim make 
a gesture in the interests of the public by offering to work tor 
the Board without any terms of conditions until a settlement 
was reached, when any terms agreed on would be made retro- 
spective. This was agreed to, and the suggestion was conveyed 
to the Senior Honorary Officer of the Board in Liverpool at 
that time, who said he was unable to give the required authority. 
The Shochetim then regarded it as their duty to the Jewish 
public, and in fulfilment of their pledge to the Deputy Meat 
Agent, to ensure kasher supplies for the Community. 

As to their action in forcing their way into the poultry yard, 
Mr. Cashdan said that the Shochetim undertook this action 
sO as to ensure supplies reaching Liverpool Jews, as the Board 
had made no alternative arrangements.

GLASGOW GUARDIANS’ FINANCES

The Treasurer of the Glasgow Jewish Board of Guardians, 
Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P., announced at a meeting of the Board 
last week, over which Mr. B. Strump, J.P., presided that the 
total revenue for the year amounted to £6,388, compared with 
£7,053 for the preceding 12 months. While there had been a 
slight reduction in annual subscriptions and a decrease in the 
amount received from the Board's Auxiliary, the Community 
had made a generous response to the annual Yom Kippur Appeal 
and the Passover Fund. The amount collected from charity 
boxes, too, was very satisfactory, and their thanks were due to 
Mr. Louis Endlar for the creditable manner in which he 
Organised this source of revenue.

The figures for May, 1941, 
showed revenue £358, and expenditure £640 (which included 
Passover relief). For May, 1940, the figures were: revenue, 
£520; expenditure, £357.

CARDIFF CHILDREN EVACUATED 
Jewish Hostel and Jewish Homes 


{From our Correspondent) 


The first batch*of Jewish children to be evacuated from 
Cardiff left’ the city on Friday last, under a scheme which 
ensures for most of them a Jewish atmosphere. 

Cardiff communal leaders have made splendid efforts to attain 
this end, particularly Professor J. M. Yoffey, Mr. Henry Silver, 
the Rev. H. Jerevitch, and Mr. Cyril Silver (leader of the 
Habonim Group). 

At the Cardiff station on Friday morning I saw the children 
leave for the Rhondda Valley. Previously, at the Isaac Samuel 
Memorial Hall, they had been addressed on the necessity of 
maintaining their Judaism. On the station platform they sang 
Habonim songs, Hatikvah, andethe National Anthem, which 
earned the praises of travellers on the train. 

The co-operation of the public authorities has been fine—the 
Glamorgan County Council, billeting officers, and health and 
education departments co-operating with a deep understanding of 
Jewish spiritual requirements. The authorities requisitioned 
Dan-y-Bryn House, Cefn Coed, as a_ hostel for 45 Jewish 
children. Other evacuees were placed in Jewish homes, some at 
Pontypridd. (Merthyr and Pontypridd are to be the two chief 
centres for Jewish children from all parts—from which they are, 
as far as possible, to be brought from non-Jewish homes.) 

The co-operation of the Jewish Communities of Merthyr and 
Pontypridd has been highly praised. On the arrival of the 
children at Merthyr they were received by Messrs. J. Hamilton 
(President), A. Moscovitch (Treasurer), and David Owen 
(Billeting Officer), provided with lunch and taken by car to 
their billets. The Rev. H. Jerevitch preached at the Merthyr 
Synagogue on Sabbath morning. 


During his visit to Cardiff, Dr. Isidore Fishman, Education 
Officer of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, informally 
examined the classes under the Rev. G. Gray at the Cathedral 
Road Synagoguc. 


BARMITZVAH IGNORAMUSES 


; Leeds Move to Combat Evil 


(From our Correspondent) 


A joint meeting of Synagogue representatives and the Leeds 
Talmud Torah Committee, was held recently at the Talmud 
Torah. The following attended: The Revs. J. Apfel (Belgrave St. 
Synagogue), A. Fass (Louis Street Hebrew Congregation), and 
I. Fass (Old Central Congregation), and Messrs. Walsh and 
B. Waldenberg (Chapeltown Congregation), Benjamin and 
Bushcovitch (New Central Synagogue), Wineberg (Chevrah 
Tiftiim), and Cohen (Chassidic Synagogue); also Rabbi Hurwitz, 
Rabbi Astrinsky, and Messrs. J. Porton, S. Adler, A. Friedman, 
and S. Miller. 

Mr. J. Porton, who presided, said that the meeting had been 
called to discuss a growing evil amongst the Jewish youth 
of Leeds concerning the neglect of their Hebrew and religious 
education. Children were applying for admission to Hebrew 
schools a short time before their Barmitzvah with the sole 
object of being able to read the portion allocated to them, 
without caring 1m the slightest about their knowledge of Judaism, 
either before or after the ceremony. If that state of affairs 
were allowed to continue, we would aig a generation of Jewish 
youth entirely ignorant of the importance and purpose of 
Judaism, and it was up to the Synagogues, the leaders of 
religious life, to take immediate steps to combat this growing 
danger. All the Synagogues should agree to insist upon a cer- 
tain standard being attained by a Barmitzvah boy, showing 
that he at least had a knowledge of the essentials of Judaism. 

After a discussion a resolution was passed which recognised 
“that there is a great evil in the preparation of boys for 
Barmitzvah and the consummation of the ceremony without 
attention to their knowledge of Judaism,” and which pledged 
those present to combat the evil. 


WOMEN WHO VIOLATE THE SABBATH 
A High Wycombe Denunciation 


During a recent sermon to the High Wycombe Congrega- 
tion, at the Synagogue, the Methodist Hall, White Hart 
Street, Rabbi M. Swift, of Brixton, made an appeal to 
Jewish women who violate the Sabbath by shopping. 

It was shameful, the Rabbi said, to see Jewish shoppers in the, 
queues on Saturday. Not alone was it a flagrant violation of 
Jewish law and tradition: it created a “Chillul Hashem,” it gave 
no opportunity to the Christian lady, who made her purchases 
for her Sabbath day. Many employers, said the preacher, had 
made arrangements whereby wages were paid on Thursdays 
instead of Fridays, so as to enable week-end shopping to be 
distributed over two days. Jewish shoppers should take this 
opportunity to make their purchases on Friday. “ What can I 
say,” he continued, “ when I approach the Town authorities on 
a Sabbath problem and they see before them such a state of 
affairs? There would be no problem that could not be solved 
if we ourselves were once and for all to wake up to the mission 
which is ours.” 


Rabbi Swift has succeeded, after negotiations with the local 
Board of Education, in obtaining the Priory Road Schools for 
Hebrew and religious instruction. Additional teachers are being 
appointed and it is hoped to form five classes. All children 
from five years are inyited to attend. There will also be an 
evening class for boys and girls over the age of 13. The classes 
will be held on Sunday morning from 10.30 to 12 and Tuesday 
and Thursday evenings from 5.30 to 7. Pupils can be enrolled 
at these times. An Education Committee has been formed and 
the classes will be under the -control of the Joint Emergency 
Committee in London and under the supervision of Rabbi Swift.

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Obituary 


DR. MORITZ SCHNIRER 


Pre-Herzl Zionist 


Dr. Moritz Tobias Schnirer, pioneer Ziorlist, has died in 
Vienna, at the age of 81. 

_Dr. Schnirer, who was born in Bucharest, was one of the 
pioneer Zionists before Herzl. As far back as 1882, he helped 
to form the first Jewish national students’ union “ Kadimah.” 
Later he founded the “ Zion “ union which formed the basis for 
the Zionist Organisation At the first Zionist Con in 1897, 
Moritz Schnirer was elected Vice-President of the Smaller 
Committee of the Zionist General Council (Actions Committee), 
and in 1898 he was a member of the Zionist delegation that 
accompanied Herzl to Palestine when was received 
Kaiser Wilhelm II. 


Mr. Joser FRAENKEL writes: 

It was in Vienna, where he came to study medicine in 1880, 
that M. T. Schnirer, together with the Hebrew poet Perez 
Smolenski, and the writer Nathan Birnbaum, founded the 
first Zionist Students’ Association “ Kadimah.” After the 
conference of the Chovevei Zionists in Katowice (1884), the 
first “ Wiener Vorkonferenz " took place in September, 1893, 
when organisation and colonisation were discussed. Schnirer 
was put in charge of physical and general education. A year 
later an appeal was issued, signed by Schnirer, Ing. Kremenet- 
zky, and the poet Brainin, for the foundation of the Jewish 
National Fund (Keren Kayemeth). 

In 1896, when Herzl’s “ Judenstaat "’ pamphiet was issued, 
Dr. Schnirer arranged a collection of thousands of signatures, 
expressing Confidence in Herzl and asking him to take over the 
leadership of the Zionist movement. From this time Schnirer 
was taken into Herzl'’s confidence in all important discussions. 
After Herzl’s death he did not play a prominent part in the 
movement. 

As a doctor of medicine Schnirer issued several books and 
he was the editor of the “ Medizinische Wochenschrift ” and 
“ Medizinischer Kalender " which were well known in medical 
circles all over the world. 


CAPT. A. SCHOTTLANDER 
Services in Territorials and British Legion

The death, at Ay1, Scotland, of Captain Alexander Schott- 
lander, T.D., at the age of 62, will be deeply regretted by 
many in the Jewish Community of Hull and outside it. He 
was born in Hull and from an early age commanded the respect 
of all with whom he came in contact, because of his integrity, 
his courtesy, and his engaging personality. 

Amongst the Territorials in British Legion circles, Captain 
Schottlander was widely known and highly regarded. While 
still in his teens he took a keen interest. in soldiering and 
became a member of the 2nd Volunteer Battalion E. Yorks 
Regiment Cyclist Company, which later became known as the 
Sth Cyclist East Yorks Regiment. He served with the East 
Yorkshire Regiment throughout the last war and held the 
rank of Captain. He was very popular with his men. 

The late Captain was Vice-Chairman of the Hull Branch, 
British Legion and was mainly instrumental in establishin 
the Duveen Section of the Legion comprising the local Jewis 
Ex-Servicemen. He was Vice-President of this section and 
acted as O.C. of the contingent attending the Annual Remem- 
brance Service in London. He also helped to institute the 


annual Remembrance Service at the local Synagogue. 


Captain Schottlander was a member of the Board of Guardians 
at one period and was a member of the Western Synagogue and 
the local Jewish Friendly Society. The community's sym- 
pathies are extended to his widow, Mrs. Gladys Schottlander 
(a communal worker and Vice-President of the Women’s 
Section of the Hull Branch British Legion), a daughter of Mrs. 
Louis Woolfson, of Glasgow. 


The death is reported at Riga, at the age of 58, of the 
Russo-Jewish Poet and author, Eucene Sxutar. After the last 
war, Skliar lived in Lithuania, where he was editor-in-chief 
of a Russian daily in Kaunas. He went to Paris at the time 
of Shalom Schwartzbart’s trial and subsequently wrote and 
lectured on the trial. Skliar was an officer in the Lithuanian 
War of Independence of 1918-1920. 


MR. DAVID RAZIEL 


Commanded Jewish Defence Organisation in 
Palestine 


The death is reported “somewhere in the Middle East 
of Mr. David Raziel, while fighting with Jewish shock 
troops (as recorded in our “ Roll of Honour ” in last week's 
issue). 

David Raziel was for four years in command of the Irgun 
Zevai Leumi (Jewish National Military Organisation), an illegal 
defence force which undertook the defence of the Jewish 

pulation in Palestine against Arab attack before the war. It 
is known (says the New Zionist. Organisation) that he was on 
active service with a body of Jewish shock-troops in the Middle 
East. It was reported some time ago that the Palestine shock- 
troops played an important part in the operations that led 
up to the surrender of the Duke of Aosta in Ethiopia. 

Raziel, who was 30 years of age at his death, became 
a legendary figure in Palestine from 1937 onwards, adds the 
N.Z.O. tHe was in command of the security Operations con- 
ducted by the New Zionist Organisaion in Palestine against 
Arab bandits, though without the permission of the Palestine 
Administration. 

Shortly before the outbreak of the war he was seized and 
imprisoned, but when war broke out, following Mr. Jabotinsky s 
declaration pledging support to the Allies through a Jewish 
Army, he was released. Since then he has been actively 
associated with the ‘Organisation's plans for raising a Jewish 
Army among Jews in all parts of the world. 

The Administrative Committee of the N.Z.O. has addressed 
to the N.Z.O. in Palestine a cable: “* Mourning the loss of a 
devoted Jewish soldier hero of the Jewish military revival and 
a symbol of Jewish courage which we hope will signalise itself 
m the Jewish Army on the battlefield for Jewish Statehood and 


victory against the Nazis.” 


DR. MAX POLKA 


Dr. Max. Polka, formerly a well-known lawyer in Breslau, 
has been killed in action while fighting with the British Forces 
in the Western Desert (as recorded in our “ Roll of Honour ” 
in last week's issue) He joined the British Army last year. 
Dr. Polka was the author of the book, “ My Life in Germany 
Before and After Hitler's Accession,” which last year won the 
first prize awarded by the New York University. He was 
45 years old. He is survived by a widow and three children. 


Dr. IrzcHak MAGazanik, Director of the Chemical Laboratory 
at the Daniel Sieff Research Institute at Rehovot, has died 
at the age of 55. 


RECENT WILLS 


South African’s Bequest to Hebrew University 


The sum of £500, to be invested in perpetuity, is left to the 
Council of the Hebrew University of Jerusalem, in the will 
of the late Mr. Morres Lasser Pessen, a Johannesburg farmer, 
gencral merchant, and property owner. The interest will be 
available from time to time for the assistance of poor students. 
This will be known as the “ Morres Lasser Pessen Fund.” 

Also included amone Mr. Pessen’s bequests is the sum of 
£1,000 “* for the assistance of disabled soldiers who have fought 
for the British Empire” It is laid down as a special condition 
that in the distribution of this fund no distinction is to be 
raade between persons of different races or creeds. The money 
is to be distributed in South Africa only. 


Lieurenanr Coroner. CLAUDE BEDDINGTON, who died 
as the result of-enemy action while serving on an auxiliary 
vessel of the Royal Navy last August, left £320,916 gross, with 
net personalty £222,617 (estate duty £68,692). Among his 
bequests was £500 to Major Robert B. Solomon. There were 
bequests to secretaries and servants including one of £10,000 to 
Margaret Clay Adams, and the rest of his property was leit 
to his only daughter Sheila. 


Mr. DAVIS RUBIN, of Westcliff-on-Sea, who died in October 
last. left £7.582 (net personalty £6,904).

our constant companions, it is more than ever necessary 

to see life steadily and to see it whole. The value of 
the advice meted out to us in the weekly portions of the 
“Ethics of the Fathers” during the long summer weeks 
consists in the guidance they afford in the acquisition of 
this balanced outlook on life. The keynote of the theme 
of the Ethics is struck by R. Jehuda Ha'nasi, the editor 
of this collection of spiritual gems. “ Be heedful of light 
precepts as of grave ones, for thou knowest not the reward 
of each precept.” Perhaps the best commentary on this 
observation are the shattering experiences each day brings. 
For far too long have so many of us pinned our earthly 
hopes to material things, to earthly pleasures and the self- 
indulgent lotus existence. We thought that those are the 
only things that matter and to acquire them one is justified 
in burying oneself in business for seven days of the week 
and being impervious to “ the still small voice ” of Judaism 
calling to the higher life whose road is blazoned forth by 
precept and observance—those big little things of life. — 

Frail and foolish litthe man had to wait for totalitarian 
destruction, which hurts life from every angle, taking our 
treasures away, bending .our backs with heavy burdens, 
and leaving us prostrate and bleeding by the roadside, in 
order to realise that.“ big business” and material things, 
important as they are, yet are not everything that matter. 
Life can still yield profit and pleasure without these 
elaborate paraphernalia. Were not our fathers before us, 
many of them living in the villages and townlets of Central 
Europe, happy with their few earthly belongings and 
exceedingly rich in the simple pieties which transfigured 
their lives and etherealised their humble homes? Let us 
learn these days, as R. Judah counsels us, to count our 
blessings, few though they may be, and to learn also from 
this titanic disaster at least the acquisition of a nobler 
conception of life. For it is in a moment like this that 
Judaism has a secret which fills it with triumph and makes 
it the possessor of omnipotent spiritual resources which 
alone can regenerate human nature and become the 


precious vehicle by which new life can be mediated to a - 


world now groaning with labour in the tremendous effort 
of giving birth to a new order in which righteousness and 
justice, truth and peace, will go hand in hand. 


(PHE herculean struggle of these days will be deprived 

of the enly blessing it contains if we fail to acquire 
for ourselves a heart of wisdom and know exactly what 
it is that we expect from life. Incessant pleasures? 
Unbroken successes? Untold wealth? God, knowing only 
too well our hearts, knew that our ultimate happiness does 
not lie that way. A land on which the sun always shines 
soon becomes a desert. It is for our good, painful as the 
Operation may be, that we must learn to face penury and 
loneliness, tears and toil, shattered. dreams and broken 
melodies, wild winds and the shadow of death, and wring 
out of them those virtues which raise us above the mere 
brute creation. We shall then be better qualified to enjoy 
the little blessings clustered all around us—health, friend- 
ship, the loving family circle, the religious fellowship, and 
the social group. We shall then not be too elated when 
life glides easily by, or too dejected when everything goes 
wrong. We shall then know that life is:.“ Reaching out 
for roses, we are torn by thorns—that’s life! Floating 
in a canoe down a tranquil stream on a glad summer day, 
we are overtaken by a sudden storm and drenched to the 
skin—that’s life! Endowed with the gifts that might lift 
us to greatness, we are condemned to drudge at the obscure 
task for daily bread-—that’s life! Clinging to a love dearer 
to us than all the treasures of earth and sky we must be 
satisfied to give iteup, never to look at its face again 
that’s life! Lured by Wanderlust to the ends of the earth, 
we must lie for years on a couch of pain—that's life! 
Striving with the best in us for the good of our fellow- 
men, we must suffer the anguish of rejection and the 
humiliation of. ostracism—that’s life!” Life is just that, 
to you and to me; if not to-day, then to-morrow: for 
S253 the wheel of life rotates ceaselessly, 
acting as a switchback to some and a juggernaut to others. 
The religious Jew. however, is asked to be steeled against 
the fickleness of Dame Fortune, not to be enticed by her 
caress or jilted by her frown. He must “ welcome each 
rebuff that turns life's smoothness rough”; he must recite 
a blessing over evil as over good. ° 


} sum up our message, no more conclusive evidence 
as to its truth can be cited than the Biblical episode 
concerning Naaman, the captain of the host of Syria's 
King. You will remember that this mighty man of valour 
was a leper and was sent by his King with rich presents to 
Elisha in order to cure him of his malignant disease. And 
when Naaman and his entourage came to the door of the 
house of the prophet, Elisha sent out a messenger with the 
advice: “Go and wash in the Jordan seven times, and you 
will be healed.” Naaman was indignant with this prescrip- 
tion. “Are not,” he shrieked with indignation, “ the rivers 
of Damascus, Abana, and Pharpar, better than all the 
waters of Israel? Can I not wash in them and be clean? ” 
And when he was ready to return to his country in rage, 
he was persuaded against his will to act according to the 
prescription, and see what happened. “Then went he 
down and dipped himself seven times in the Jordan, accord- 
ing to the saying of the man of God: and his flesh came 
again like unto the flesh of a little child, and he was clean.” 
Let us think on these things and life will be made more 
endurable. It is not always the big things that matter; 
the Abanas and the Pharpars may look impressive, but 
it is the humble Jordans that bring healing in their waters. 
Judaism has never:asked us to concentrate on the uncom- 
mon things, but it has urged us to do common things 
uncommonly well. It has always urged us, when the slings 
of fortune have hit us hard, to count our joys and blessings 
still left, and to rise to a higher conception of living on the 
rungs formed by the big little things of life.

UNITED SYNAGOGUE FOR UNITED KINGDOM 


Despite the harassing uncertainty of the times it would be 
an unpardonable crime on the part of those responsible for the 
future welfare of Jewry in this country if the call of Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen for a United Synagogue for the whole 
country were summarily dismissed as utopian. To continue in 
the future as our community has done in the past will mean 
spiritual bankruptcy and financial disaster. I fully realise 
some of the disadvantages of the scheme. But the sum total 
of its benefits fully outweighs them. No longer will a small 
provincial community witness the ungodly spectacle of unholy 
rivalry between the various Synagogues in its midst, one claim- 
ing priority because it is without debt, the other because it is 
a throbbing dynamic centre housing all Jewish activities; one 
always boasting of its glorious past traditions, the other meeting 
this taunt with the retort that even laurels wither. May I quote 
the experience of at least one minister, who coming to take 
up office in another city after much experience in a larger 
community was practically cold-shouldered by: the other Syna- 
gogues, because his coming was hailed as a turning-poit in 
the fortunes of his new congregation. Such a state of affairs 
would not be possible if all worked in harmony, pooling each 
other’s resources, spiritual and material, with only one aim in 
mind—the welfare of the entire community, the raising-up of 
a noble younger generation, and the enhancing of the Jewish 
name in the eyes of their fellow-citizens. The muiscrable 
spectacle of provincial congregations acting as business rivals, 
“cutting prices of weddings and funerals, seat-rentals, and 
other dues is as disgusting as it is a mock and travesty of all 
that the Synagogue stands for. Consideration of the space you 
can allot’to letters precludes me from cataloguing all the pros 
and the few cons of Sir Robert's scheme. May I, therefore, 
suggest to the Honorary Officers of the London United Syna- 
gogue to convene a conference of all provincial Synagogue 
Executives, as soon as’ ever possible, to thrash out all details 
and to see that the scheme be clothed in flesh and bone reality? 
There is no time to lose if we are to prevent further disaster 
overtaking our scattered congregations. Your paper, sir, the 
recognised organ of Anglo-Jewry for a century, has no greater 
task these days than to lend its weighty support towards the 
fulfilment of this project. Once it possesses your blessing, 
the road of achievement will be in sight.—Rasei Dr. S. M.

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JEWS’ COLLEGE AND EVACUATION 


I confess to considerable surprise that the books and pictures 
of Jews’ College have not yet been dispersed. What are the 
College authorities waiting for? Are we to lose the valuable 
books of the College in the same way as we lost the Mocatta 
Library—through lack of foresight? The loss of the Mocatta 
Library, perhaps a unique collection of books on Jewish subjects, 
was a gricvous blow to lovers of Jewish history and literature. 
The books lost through the destruction of the Mocatta Library 
are irreplacable. Why do the “powers that be " at Jews’ College 
hesitate to disperse the valuable books of the College? Action 
in this matter should have been taken long ago.

If the 
College Library can be saved—and I see no reason why such 
a purpose should not be effected—then it is the bounden duty 
of the College authorities to put an ‘end to their hesitation, 
vacillation, and indecision.

THE HINDQUARTERS BAN

ance of hindquarter meat from Jewish butcher shops, stating 
that as a result: ““ Many Jewish women, who were previously 
observant with regard to Kashrut, reregister at Gentile butchers. 
Surely one observes Kashrut because of the Jewish principles 
involved. The change-over in butchers is but a flimsy excuse 
to justify the religious breakaway. Hindquarter meat, unless 
properly porged, is undeniably Treifa. Many Jewish women 
have refused to allow this meat to be porged saying “ it gets 
all messed-up, and looks like mince-meat afterwards.” At such 
a time when such major issues are at stake, and so many of our 
coreligionists in Europe cannot buy meat at all, Ict alone seek 
“variety in joints,” people such as Mrs. Keene refers to 
should count their blessings and amongst them the fact that 
they still are able to observe Kashrut.. Incidentally, I might 
add that hindquarters meat is unknown to the provincial 
Jewish public—yet Jewish observance in the provinces still 
flourishes.—Mrs. Lena Bieewan, 132, Hanover Road, N.W.10.

“FOR I DESIRED MERCY...” 

The other day I came acrass the following interesting ancient 
Jewish law: “If a Sanhedrin, when trying a capital crime, 
arrived at a unanimous verdict of guilty, the prisoner had to 
be discharged Sanhedrin" 17a). Rabbi Chayes, commenting 
on this law, advanced the reason why the penalty of death could 
not be imposed if the court unanimodsly condemned the accused. 
In such an eventuality, he contended, it might perhaps be that 
the accused was the victim of prejudice. Reflection on this 
should make us wonder whether such a ruling is not superior, 
and far more logical, than the prevailing modern opinion that 
a unanimous verdict is by its ‘very. unanimity beyond question. 
On the other hand, a jury is disbanded if they happen to dis- 
agree. It 1s merciful laws such as the one under consideration 
that have enabled Judaism to resist decay, and, again and again, 
Phernix-like, to rise to new life, rejuvenated and strengthened, 
in spite of more than 2,000 years of persecution and oppression.

KEREN HATORAH EDUCATIONAL WORK 

The case as presented by Mr. Sagon in his letter under this 
heading in your tissue of June 13 is incorrect. He suggests that 
of the ten centres mentioned by us seven “ have been established 
and supported by the Emergency Committee.”” In our previous 
letter we specifically stated that in Letchworth and Shefford we 
supported special senior classes. These were established by us 
more than 18 months ago, and have been maintained by us 


continuously throughout that period. In Letchworth, too, in 1939, 


we established a Beth Jacob class for girls. It is quite possible 
that the Emergency Committee, too, maintains classes in these 
towns. We have never sought to practise exclusiveness. The 
classes in Bletchley, Chesham, and Maidenhead are now under 
the jurisdiction of the local congregations. This is as it should 
be, and affords the children active contact with Jewish life. 
Nevertheless, in all three towns we have been actively concerned 
with the religion classes long before they were acquired by the 
Communities, and are happy to continue this association and 
support. To claim that the Joint Committee established these 
centres 1s a slur on the local eflorts, and a travesty of the truth. 
The centre at Surbiton was started by us, although it is possible 
that the Joint Committee, too, maintains a class in the district. 
Mr. Sagon refers to the three remaining centres which, he 
Suggests, “are very small.” It happens that the registered 
number of children in two of the centres approximates 90, with 
an attendance of almost two-thirds. In the third centre, Bray, 
there are only a small number of pupils. But they are com- 
posed completely of unfortunate refugee children, none of whom 
had had the slightest contact with Jewish life since the outbreak 
of war. Is it not a sign of the times that that centre was formed 
by us at the request of a Christian Committee? And that 
another centre, that of Slough, was established by us because a 
local Methodist Clergyman had referred at a public gathering 
to the Jewish children growing up without God? There is 
work, and to spare, for all of us to do, the Joint Committee, 
the Keren Hatorah, and any others who are able and willing 
to serve this cause. We have, at all times, carefully refrained 
from encroaching on any town where the Joint Committee was 
active, although the opportunity often presents itself. We would 
ask the same courtesy of the Committee, convinced, as we are, 


that large sections of the orthodox Jewish Community wish our ° 


efforts well and that each group in its own way can give for 
the good of the common cause.—Ragst J. Gatas (Education 
Officer), Keren Hatorah Fund, $3, Queen’s Drive, N.4.

An em- 
ployee earning £19 a month who belongs 
to the General Jewish Labour Federation, 
it is computed, is left with less than £7 for 
feeding and clothing two adults and two 
children’ to say nothing of the cost of 
recreation and entertainment. Various dues 
pavable to the Labour Federation amount 
to £2 14s. Sd. a month: Jewish national 
and communal levies, including charity, 


Why should a woman be refused cigarettes? 


N a daily paper recently there was 

recorded the fact that in Germany 

women are no longer permitted to buy 
cigarettes, and that at a London tobac- 
conist’s an assistant refused to supply a 
woman with cigarettes, although she had a 
moderate supply for sale. It was reported 
also that another tobacconist reserved his 
packet of 20 for men customers and would 
not give women more than a packet of ten. 
It seems therefore that discrimination 
against One sex is by no means confined 
to those countries whose avowed aims are 
retrogressive and reactionary! And it seems 


In our own Jewish Community the women 
have of recent years played an increasingly 
important part in the constructive task of 
rebuilding the Jewish National Home. In the 
farms and ficlds of Palestine they have toiled 
in the broiling heat, undaunted and untired, 
and with a vigour equalling that of their 
men companions. Women in Palestine have 
taken their turn in the watch-towers of the 
new settlements, and have been armed as were 
the men to defend themselves against maraud- 
ing wreckers.

further that. -unless women 
actively and energetically protest, 
the virus of discrimination against 
them will spread even in_ tree 
countries, solemnly pledged to defend the 
principles of freedom and fair play. 

There is of course a case to be made out 
against cigarette-smoking in general. But that, 
if it is valid, apples equally to men as to 
women. Yet the popular reaction even in 
this country is that, while a man may be 


excused and even encouraged in the weakness’ 


of relying on smoking as a solace and a stimu- 
lant, women should not be granted any- similat 
consideratio In the big hospitals men 
patients artibcimittcd to smoke in the after- 
noons, or when the doctors have made their 
rounds of the wards, but women patients are 
sternly demed a like comfort. 

Yet when the question is examined, what 
are the grounds for this prejudice, other than 
the selfish insistence by men on a privilege 
they are unwilling to share with their women- 
folk? If smoking is injurious to health, 1 
would be obviously undesirable that men, on 
whom the burden of so much of the responsible 
work of the world falls, should be permitted 
to endanger their chances of accurately and 
eflicrently. accomplishing — if 
known. there is no clear medical 
opinion on the subject, and the ordinary man 
may be pardoned if he comments on glancing at 
the records of some of the world’s most untiring 
and brilliant men, that they were often heavy 
smokers. Our own Prime Minister is a case in 
point, and one recollects innumerable imstances 
of prophecies concerning other great workers, 
like the skipper of a cargo boat who lived to 
be ninety, and who when he. was forty was 
solemnly told by medical men that he was 
smoking himself to death:

They take risks as great as, or even 
in Some cases greater than, those taken by the 
fighting services, and their contribution to the 
progress of the national war effort has been 
recognised by many great statesmen, like Mr. 
Menzies, the Australian Prime Minister, who 
broadcast his appreciation of the part played 
by British women in the war.

When it comes 
to the defence of the morale of the nation, 
one of the most vital considerations in sus- 
taining. any war effort, almost the entire 
burden falls upon women’s shoulders. They 
it is who are called upon cheerfully to accept 
the difliculties and the discomforts of food 
shortages, while they must simultaneously pro- 
vide adequate nourishment for their . families. 
They it is who bear the main burden of the 
damage inflicted by aerial warfare upon 
civilians, and they it is who must carry on 
with some form of home life after the very 
bricks of their homestead have been razed to 
the ground. 


Women’s Claim 


Actually, if there is any claim to a first call 
upon what litth comfort and solace can be 
offered to them, women Jin this war should have 
it. But the essence of the matter lies in the 
fact of. discrimination against any human 
beings On account of their state. Fundamen- 
tally it is precisely the same lack of reasoning 
that leads to anti-Semitism, a relic of the 
barbarism which at one time penalised the sick 
and burnt the insane. 

It has been said that all civilisation proceeds 
from the acceptance of contract above con- 
dition. The sort of community that makes a 
scapegoat of a cripple or whose pastimes con- 
sist of clubbing each other, will obviously 
discriminate against women, who are physi- 
cally the weaker. Against that cameo of 
cave life, there is the broad progressive state 
in which an individual is judged by his 
achievements and his contribution to the 
general welfare of his group. His face may 
be black, white, or yellow, his hair straight 
or curly, he may be handsome or otherwise, 
but if he produces the goods, he has a value 
in exact propartion to their amount. and in 
such a state women have a vital part to play. 


Equal Opportunity 


In the course of British social history, the 
whole case for equal social opportunity arose 
from the cry in the Middle Ages, * When 
Adam delved and Eve span, who was then the 
gentleman? * That cry in those days was taken 
to mean that the serf and the peasant should 
have equal opportunity with their lord and 
master to choose just where their life work 
was to be done, and that the bad old practice 
of restricting the labours of the poor to a 
prescribed and exploitable areca should be 
abolished. In -the terms in which the cry 
for masculine equality was couched in English 
history lies a strong case to-day for extending 
the principle ungrudgingly and in guarding 
against the encroachment of a reactionary 
backwash of “ war conditions.” The money 
offered by the woman buyer has precisely the 
same value as that tendered by the man, and 
even if the lady assistant in the tobacco kiosk 
is biased in favour of the opposite sex, this 
tendency should be sternly operated against 
by authority. 


Jewish Cookery 
--—— 
YOUR CHEESE RATION 


Tuat little cube of cheese, your weekly 
ration, will not do for many meals if just left 
in a block and eaten as “ bread and cheese.” 
Try grating it and you will be surprised how 
much further it will go. If you are the 
possessor of a nut mill or grater that gives 
you tiny flakes use that, the lighter feathery 
bits seem to give you greater bulk. Most of 
the cheese to-day ts rather mild, so use most 
of it raw; cooking seems to diminish tts flavour 
a little. 


For macaroni, cauliflower, etc. au gratin.— 
Cook your cereal or vegetable, strain, saving 
the water in which it was cooked and ut 
into a fireproof dish. Make a white sauce, 
using, if available, half milk and halt the 
water in which it was cooked. If you cannot 
spare so much milk lessen the proportion. 
Season well with salt, pepper, and a litthe made 
mustard. Pour over the contents of the dish 
and sprinkle the top with brown crumbs mixed 
with a littl cheese. When serving sprinkle 
more cheese over each helping. 

Salad with cheese.—A mixed green salad, 
with raw grated carrot, turnip, etc, and cooked 
potato salad, sprinkled with grated cheese, and 
eaten with national bread and butter will give 
a perfectly «balanced meal and will be appre- 
ciated by all the family during the .warmer 
weather. Here again serve dressjng and cheese 
at the table, and add a little chopped spring 
onion to your French dressing 


Sandwiches.—-Either use your grated cheese 
as it is or you can add a little milk and make 
it a spreadable paste. for a change spread 
your bread with mustard, any kind of pickle 
or chopped capers, er add a pinch of curry 
powder to the margarine or the bread, and 
top your cheese with chopped watercress or 
mustard and cress belore adding the top layer 
of bread. He you have to make up packet 
lunches, the cheese can be grated in advance 

Potatoes.— Steamed potatoes, eaten with a 
small knob of margarine and sprinkled with 
grated cheese and tollowed by a fresh salad 
make an excellent meal. Scrub your potatoes 
thoroughly so that you can eat the skins. They 
should take j-1l hour to steam according to the 
size. Unless you are used to cooking your 
potatoes this way you will be surpriscd how 
different .and how much nicer they. taste. 

Spinach and Cheese on Toast 

2 Ib. spinach very thoroughly, put in 
a saucepan with.just the water that clings to 
the leaves and cook tll tender. Drain thor- 
oughly, reserve water, and sieve the spinach. 
Boil | gill of milk and water (from the spinach), 
thichen with piled teaspoontul cornflour, 
mix smoothly with a-lithe milk or water, stir 
while u boils for a minute or two, add the 
spinach purée, 407. margarine, and 1 table- 
spoonful grated cheese. When thoroughly hot 
pour on to rounds of toast and sprinkle over a 
little more grated cheese. 


Cheese and Potato Pie 


Stream I} tb. potatoes for 20 minutes, then 
peel them and cut into slices. Pour 4 pt. boil- 
ing milk and water on to tablespoontuls 
breadcrumbs, add a little finely chopped spring 
onion and a_tablespoonful = grated 
Cover and let stand for 10 minutes. 

Put a third of the sliced potatoes in the 
bottom of a fireproof dish: sprinkle with 
chopped parsley, and cover with half the bread 
sauce (see that this is rather liquid), repeat 
these two layers then cover with potato. 
Sprinkle with. grated cheese and brown crumbs, 
dot with margarine, and bake in a moderate 
oven for about 30 minutes

Fry a tablespoonful finely chopped onion in 
1 oz. margarine till yellow and quite soft, add 
6 07. well cooked rice, a tablespoonful grated 
cheese, the same quantity chopped parsley, and 
a little more margarine if available. Stir over 
a gentic heat till thoroughly hot and sprinkle 
over more grated cheese when serving

EX-BLACKSHIRT VICAR DETAINED 


The Rev. G. H. Dymock, vicar of St. Bede's, Fishponds, 
Bristol, who has been detained under the Defence Regulations, 
was one of Mosley’s early supporters. An ar@cle by him in the 
BiacksuHirt as far back as 1936 attacked “Left Wing Bishops ”’ 
who “ defend Jews and Abyssinians.” 

Mr. Dymock, wearing Blackshirt uniform, used to attend 
meetings in Bristol of Mosley and William Joyce. He once 
drove a car down Fleet Street bearing the words *“*‘ We Want 
Mosley.” In a recent interview, he said that he had severed 
his relations with the B.U.F. and did not know why he should 
be hounded by the police. Once, he said, it was allered that 
he flashed lights from the roof of his home to the enemy, and 
on another occasion the police had searched his cellar tor a 
wireless transmitting apparatus.

a police superintendent under Defence Regulation 88a.

LEEDS’ 33-YEAR-OLD SCOUT TROOP 


The 7th Central Leeds (Jewish) Troop, one of the oldest 
Jewish Scout troops in the world, which recently celebrated its 
33rd birthday, has had a chequered history. In its early days, 
before a club room could be obtained, the members used to 
meet in a graveyard! 

Much valuable work was done by its members in the last war 
Troopers guarded Eccup reservoir. To-day many Rovers and 
semior Scouts are serving with the Forces all over the world. 

At one time the troop grew so large that it had to be split in 
two sections, the twin brothers, Leonard and Benny Abramson, 
taking over the duties of Scoutmaster. The “ halves” are’ now 
together again, but Benny is now with the Forces. 


CAREERS ADVICE 


The revelation in Parliament this week of the use of radio 
location methods, by secret devices, to detect the approach ot 
enemy aircraft has publicly opened up a new avenue for a 
career for those interested in radio and instruments, It 1s 
stated that the work is not of a kind suited simply to war-time 
but it will be of constant application in peace-time, with the 
great growth of civil flying and shipping all over the world 
in all kinds of weather and all sorts of climatic conditions. 
The Government are appealing for recruits, and the three ser- 
vices among them need at once about 10,000 men and women 
between the ages of 18 and 60 who have some radio knowledge. 
Eventually the R.A.F. will want 8,000 men and 3,000 women ; 
the Army about the same numbers; and the Navy about 2,000 
men and 300 women. 


A movement is on foot to improve the scale of salaries and 
the conditions of professional hospital nurses. In the old days 
it was notorious that nurses were in many instances scandalously 
overworked and underpaid, but great improvements have been 
made in the past few years, particularly in lessening hours of 
work and providing comfort and amenities. There is still much 
leeway to be made up, however, especially in the matter of pay. 
A short time ago it was announced that the Royal College of 
Nursing were sending a letter to the Minister of Health 
recommending a national scale. The College represents over 
30,000 fully trained nurses and over 8,000 student nurses, It ts 
recommended that staff nurses should have a salary of £100, 
and that ward sisters should start from £150, while the minimum 
suggested for a matron at the smallest hospiual ts £250. Another 
idca put forward is a pension scheme for nurses. 


At a meeting recently of the Chief Rabbi's Religious 
Emergency Council, it was reported, concerning the registration 
of ahens tor work in the national effort, that the Ministry of 
Labour has already, on previous occasions, granted every 
assistance for Sabbath-observers to find jobs where their 
religious scruples could be respected. Many hundreds of such 
persons are employed in factories doing war work. The Council 
were assured that if orthodox persons registering with the 
Employment Exchanges under the new Order would state that 
they are Orthodox Jews desirous of observing the Sabbath, every 
effort would be made to assist them. This arrangement has the 
sanction of the Ministry of Labour. In some cases a certificate 
of such orthodoxy from a recognised Rabbi or Minister may 
be helpful. In all cases it will be necessary for such Orthodox 
persons to be prepared to give additional hours of work during 
the week, to make up for the time lost on Sabbaths. j

The Sidra story tells us how Moses, the 
general, sends a dozen men to go and spy 
out the land ef Canaan; they are instructed 
to find out what fortresses are there, if the 
inhabitants are warlike or not, what chances 
there are of a successful campaign, aad 
what obstacles they are likely to meet. In 
fact, their business is to find out the mili- 
tary situation before Israel launches his 
attack fog the possession of Canaan. Of 
the 12 men who went to gather the 
necessary information 10 became faint- 
hearted and brought back a gloomy report 
of the fortified cities and of the strength of 
the population. They reported that Israel

had no chance: of conquering the enemy, 
but Joshua and Caleb tried to dissuade the 
people from listening to these tales and 
although greatly outnumbered boldly came 
forward and fearlessly declared the state- 
ments of the others to be false. 

Caleb and Joshua had their reward for 
their insight and courage. Of all the 12 
spies, they alone were permitted to enter 
Canaan and it fell to the lot of Joshua to 
succeed Moses as general. He himself.on 
more than one occasion sent out spies for 
reports. 


THe SECOND EXPEDITION 


Joshua showed himself a_ first-class 
general and a great Strategist. While he 
issued a heartening message to his army, 
he secretly sent two spies -to bring him 
details of Jericho and its surrounding dis- 
trict. These two patriots had a very narrow 
escape from being captured. They had 
found their way to the house of Rahab, and 
she, being sure of the final victory of Israel, 
had agreed to hide them, on the promise 
that when Israel entered Jericho as con- 
guerors they would spare her and her 
family.

PALESTINE STATISTICS 


Statistical Abstract of Palestine, 1940. Crown Agents 
for the Colonies. 5s. net. : 


Reviewed by Albert M. Hyamson 


Late, later than usual as far as English students of Palestine 
allairs are concerned, has appeared the Statistical Abstract of 
Palestine for the year 1939. But despite its tardiness, it is, like 
its predecessors, of great value, for together with the other 
periodicals issued from the Office of Statistics in Jerusalem, this 
book offers between its two covers all the reliable statistics 
available regarding Palestine, and some less reliable estimates 
in addition. Since the latter are, however, indicated, no harm 
is done by their publication, and the qualified student will not 
be led astray. 

If the figures in this book are over a year old they may, 
however, be supplemented in part by those supplied in the 
Government Monthly Bulletin of Current Statistics, of which 
that for January last is the latest received. Taken together, one 
can realise roughly the present economic situation in Palestine, 
for there has been no appreciable change, especially if the 
obvious is anticipated, during the past six months. 

One turns first to the figures of population, on which, in a country 
like Palestine, so much else necessarily depends. The Govern- 
ment estimate, which, being based on definite figures, is, as 
experience has shown, very close to exactness, gives a total 
population of 1,501,698, exclusive of members of His Majesty's 
Forces, on December 31, 1939. The latest parallel figures avail- 
able are 1,535,086 for September 30 last. 

Of these last there were 459,364 Jews, or 29.9 per cent. 

Since that date immigration, recorded and unrecorded, has 
been small, and there has been a certain amount of emigration, 
permanent or temporary. The proportion of Jews has conse- 
quently not since risen. , 


Vital Facts 


In 1922. when the total population amounted to 757,182, 
1} per cent. was Jewish, and in 1931, of the 1,035,821, 16.8 per 
cent. was Jewish. In these two years there were Government 
censuses, so the figures may be accepted without question. Thus, 
the Jewish proportion in the population has almost trebled 
since 1922, and almost doubled in less than ten years. This 
remarkable increase is by no means due to the surplus of births 
over deaths. If it had to depend on “ natural increase’ the 
proportion would have fallen. 

* There has been a general decline in the birth-rate since it 
attained a peak value of ‘$0.24 per 1,000 in 1926. The decline 
has been noted in each of the three principal Communities, 
but essential differences between the Community rates have 
persisted. The Moslem rate is consistently the highest... . 
The Jewish rate is consistently the lowest. . . . The Christian 
rate is intermediate. .. . 

“The decline.in the Jewish birth-rate has been due in the 
main to the existence of an’ essentially different birth-rate 
between the older Jewish population and the immigrant 
Jewish population. As immigration has continued, the relative 
importance of the immigrant population has increased, and 
their generally lower -birth-rate has tended to decrease the 
rate for all Jews. In the same way the increasing prop@rtion 
of Jews in the total population has been a factor in depress- 
ing the general birth-rate, quite apart from the effect of the 
decline within each Community. 

* Despite the decline, all rates are still high compared with 
those of other countries. The Jewish rate, the lowest, was 
higher in the decade from 1926 to 1935 than that of any 
European country except Rumania, and despite the fall in the 
most recent years it is still surpassed in Europe only by the 
rates of Rumagia and Portugal. The high Moslem rate is un- 
surpassed in any published vital statistics. In 1938 and 1939 
this rate fell below 49 per 1,000 for the first time since 1922, 
and in most years it has been over 50 per thousand.” 


At the same time, the death-rate of all three religious Com- 
munities has fallen, although it is still very high. “ The fall 
in the death-rate in Palestine has been chiefly due to the increas- 
ing proportion of the Jewish population.” Among the Moslems 
the natural increase in 1939 was 29.04 per 1,000 (33.15 in the 
highest year—1936: 10.88 in the lowest—1934), among the 
Christians, both European and Arab, 19.78, and among the 
Jews 15.45 (25.51 in the highest year—1924: 1939 was the 
lowest year recorded). 


Yishuy Still Depends on Immigration 


Unless there@s a considerable rise in the Jewish rate of natural 
increase—which is at present dependent on a growing “ new ”’ 
population, whose average age is continually rising, and at 
present an altogether undue proportion is of reproductive age 
-*the Yishuv will depend more and more on immigration to 
retain its present proportion. An alternative, of course, is a 
great increase in the emigration of the non-Jewish population, 
but all countries have now for some years been closed to Arab 
immigrants, and there seems little probability of a change in 
that policy. ° 

The statistics of migration are more difficult to ascertain than 
those of population, the number of emigrants, even when 
information is given in good faith, being necessarily indefinite. 
The only practical method of computing the change of popula- 
tion under this heading is to strike a balance between those 
entering and those leaving the country, If illegal immigrants 
who are subsequently discovered are included in these figures 


«the balance is not far wrong, for of recent years there have been 


few illegal immigrants who have remained undetected. Based 
on these figures the increase of the population by migration in 
1939 was 21,433, as against a fall of 126 in the previous year. 
The highest figure was in 1935, with a net immigration of 
65,867. In 1927 and 1928, however, the population was reduced 
under this head by 6,767 and 3,195 respectively. The lesson of 
these statistics is that a “ boom” in immigration, as in 1925 
and 1933-34 and 1935, is invariably followed by a “ slump.” 
The “slump” since 1935 has been largely controlled by the 
practical impossibility of either Jews or Arabs settling else- 
where. During the first eleven months of 1940 the excess of 
arrivals over departures was 7,200 (4,820 among Jews). Parallel 
figures for 1939 were 20,494 and 14,980. 

The second subject of vital importance to the Yishuv is that 
of industry, for the Palestine economy is to an increasing extent 
becoming dependent on exports, and the welfare of Palestine 
and of the Yishuv are inextricably inteftwined. The period 
covered by the Abstract ended almost before the outbreak of 
war, certainly before the war became a threat to Palestine. .Its 
figures, therefore, relate to a relatively normal period. The 
general tendency has been, apart from a very great increase in 
the production and export of citrus fruit.and a continuously 
increasing output of Dead Sea minerals, the appearance of a 


very large number of small workshops, a several-fold increase 


in imports of manufactured goods, and the gradual disappear-* 


ance of the old handicrafts unable to withstand the competition. 

In 1939 the principal exports were: citrus fruits, £3,810,965 ; 
potash and bromine, £427,690; edible oils, £163,788; hides and 
skins, £63,146; and rice, £44,555. Under no other heading did 
exports amount to £40,000. The parallel figures for the first 
eleven months of 1940 are: citrus fruit, £1,432,580: edible oils. 
£93,436; hides and skins, £37,456; and rice, £21,551. The 
figures for potash and brd@mine are not given. The total value 
of manufactured goods, apart from potash and bromine, 
exported during the eleven months was £242,005. Since last 
November the export position, as is known, has deteriorated 
very seriously. 
_ The gap between imports and exports has been narrowed, but 
is still too wide to be considered safe. Hitherto it has been 
filled by voluntary gifts for charitable, educational, religious, 
and Zionist purposes, a certain amount of income from invest- 
ments abroad and capital, partly brought by immigrants, partly 
sent by non-settlers. Palestine has no invisible exports and 
very small invisible imports. For the eleven months of 1940 the 
Bap was £8,230,362. In 1939 it was £9,515,053, This gap was 
at its widest in 1935—£13,638,007—when immigration was also 
at its highest. ° 

These very informative’ figures by no means exhaust the 
contents of this book. There is very valuable material there for 
Students of Palestine in many other aspects. None of them 


should consider himself fitted for his task until he has absorbed 
its contents. 


THIS MARRIAGE PROBLEM 


Present Conditions, Not Prejudice 
To Blame 


Farewell Leicester Square, by Berry Mutter. Robert 
Hale, Lid. 8s. net, 


There have been so many fictional presentations of the 
problems encountered by mixed marriages that one welcomed 
what at first blush appears an up-to-date and authentic 
psychological view of the question. | 

Miss Betty Muller's treatment of a very readable story, how- 
ever, adds nothing to thé wisdom already recorded by past 
writers on this by now almost hackneyed theme. In fact, the 
rocks upon which the particular marriage (graphically and almost 


photographically presented as admirable “case history’ by Miss . 


Miller) came.to grief were not those provided by any racial 
difference between the successful film producer and all-round 
admirable family mah who was the Jewish husband, and his 
neurotic, seli-centred, pathologically hag-ridden non-Jewish 
wife. it is doubtful whether a stock British husband would 
have stayed the course with her for the six years or so during 
which their marriage persisted. He would most probably have 
philosophically generalised. her vagaries under the comforting 
heading of “ women,” and gone off to assuage his disappoint- 
ment in the arms of a less exacting , but nevertheless equally 
feminine specimen. Nor is it certain that because he was not 
Jewish such a husband would have been of the phlegmatic type, 
as was, indeed, Alec Berman's own brother Sydney, whose 
marital experiences left him as unperturbed as they would have 
exasperated and devastated the sensitive Alex. 

The problems of such a marriage as that described by Miss 
Miller open up a line of inquiry that will one day have 
seriously to be faced up to by mankind, when the present 
“ fourth form” orgy of mutual destruction has at last run its 
course. For they are the problems of an age which has given 
to woman an cqual status with man, deliberately accorded her 
the right of determining the advent of her offspring, and subtly 
encouraged her to trip into grandmotherhood permed and 
rouged, in order to spend money on the “ beauty ” trade and 
support one of the most important industries of the modern 
world. These problems, and not anti-Semitism, are responsible 
far the difficulties with which marriage—including such marriages 
as Betty Miller describes—is to-day confronted. And while it 
is certainly true that the traditionally reared Jewess may b 
dint of early conditioning be relied upon never finally to turn 
her back upon her home and children, the same can surely be 
said for the woman reared on the principles of any other 
religious. tradition, or even of the girl whose early youth was 
spent amidst such rigours as tose suffered by the famous 
Children in Uniform.” 

Jewish family life has still a considerable hold on Jewish men 
and women, and where the chorus of aunts, mothers. and sisters 
all simultaneously exclaiming, “‘ You can’t leave him” is loud 
enough, it may still probably prevent the break-up of a number 
of Jewish marriages. But it certainly does not prevent the dissolu- 
tion of all Jewish marriages, which, like those of non-Jewish 
couples, tend increasingly to come to grief.

CHINA 


Forever, by Peart S. Buck. Macmillan, 
s. 6d.

It happened that I had read Claude Farrére’s “* La Onzitme 
Heure ’ immediately before reading the present book. This 
Thucydidean account of Chinese inefficiency and cruelty in 
eneral and Chiang Kai Shek’s frustrated idealism in particu- 
ar has nevertheless quite a number of points in common with 
the orgy of romantic revolution in which we -willingly revel 
in Miss Buck’s thirteen tales. Sun Cho Wei's two wives (this 
will be news to most people about the Chinese leader) display 
initiative and unconventionality unknown to their sisters of 
the golden lily feet, and Miss Buck's outlook on Celestial 
modernism is almost exclusively feminist. Ignoring politics 
and other male institutions of creed and custom, she takes us 
on a series of adventures into the unknown, beautiful perhaps 
just because of their absence of goal or motive beyond a 
divine discontent with the chaotic present. 

Admirers of “ The Good Earth” and its equally pre-revolu- 
tion sequel will find an absolute change of eochiolaiiend atmo- 
sphere among the leading characters, but these move over the 
same finely depicted landscape, and there is behind them the 
same hydra-headed, patient multitude. European missionaries 
figure for the first time, teaching the “ heathen Chinee " better 
than they know (see “ The Lesson "’) and contacting a faith that 
matches their own. 

Miss Buck, in her introductory note, hopes that we shall 
feel the continuity in these stories: it 1s hoped that she will 
pardon the ineyitable comment that she has repeated herself 
somewhat in a succession of heroines who, if they are at all 
typical of China’s womanhood, will not let thefr country wait 
long for its redemption. We don't mind reading about them 
again and again, but, for China's sake, we can’t help wishing 
they were more practical. ‘

*'THE NEED FOR NURSES ”’ 


A Personal View 
ORDEAL OF HOSPITAL TRAINING 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sik,—In an article in THe Jewish CuHronicte of May e23 
entitled “ The Need for Nurses,” the writer expresses surprise 
that sO many parents “are still far from keen to see their 
daughters seriously entering the nursing profession.” 

Perhaps a little detailed information would remove such un- 
reasonable prejudice on the part of parents. Perhaps if they 
knew a litthe more of the true facts of a nurse’s life they would 
become “both proud and glad to know thei: daughter is 
sufficiently imbued with a sense of social responsibility as to 
adorn the profession. 

Or perhaps not. 

_ Let us assume that their daughter does give up whatever she 
1S doing, and, “ duly imbued with a sense of social responsi- 
bility,” becomes a probationer nurse. 

For three months she is maid of all work. She is the lowest 
of the low, and the senior nurses never let her forget it. You 
will rarely see a probatroner stopping for breath. She has to 
wait tll “ off duty.” She is expected te stand and pay due 
respect and deference to her betters, which means practically 
everybody else, including probably the hall porters. For the 
frrst time in her life, perhaps, she realises what it means to be

If she behaves nicely to her 
betters she may, as a special favour, be allowed even during this 
preliminary period to approach more closely to our cherished 
and venerated patients, sanctified, some of them, by traces of 
utterly revolting diseases, or merely tuberculosis, diphtheria, and 
. &@ hundred other contagious and infectious troubles. 

% However, for the most part she is engaged on what, in the 
home, is called housework. But no “ spit-and-polish "’ Army

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sergeant could be more exacting than our own “ inspecting 
officers.” 

The nurse, whatever her service, is never entirely free from 
these household duties. She is also never free from the risk of 
contagion or infection. Nurses are not immune. On the 
contrary, exhausted by the tremendous physical calls made on 
them, they are more prone to contracting disease. The special 
wards for sick nurses are never entirely empty, and if the staff 
permitted itself normal humane attention to its own desperate 
needs the nurses’ wards would be twice as full. 

Among the amenities offered the nursing profession one 
occasionally notices “ Free Medical Services.” Nothing deserves 
a more cynical smile. Medical services for girls who have 
been passed as thoroughly fit before entering the profession, and 
who, but for it, would still be so! 

Reverting to our probationer; she has brought in with her 
some reserve of energy and vitality, and for the first few months 
she draws on it, just as she draws on the reserve of clothes she 
can no longer afford to buy out of her princely salary of eight 
shillings (yes, EIGHT SHILLINGS) per week, and which she 
uses to supplement her inadeqpate rations. From her eight 
shillings also breakages are deducted, and out of her eight 
shillings also she has to buy her text-books and other items 
which the hosp‘tal will neither pay for nor dispense with. 

Lucky the g..i who has means of her own—but, of course, 
such do not take to nursing as @ rule. Lucky, too, the girl who 
has a home to go to, where she can get a decent meal and 
perhaps some monetary help from mother or brother. Is it so 
strange that far from feeling “ proud and glad" when they see 
their pale and languid daughter, parents should feel “ concern 
for her physical well-being,’ as your article put it, and wonder 
why their daughter should so sacrifice herself? For what? For 
whom? 

Half the paticnts in hospitals are not poor cases; at Icast, 
not so poor as they pretend to be. in the Almoncr’s office. 
What a tale of woe they there unfold. But when they are 
visited by their expensively dressed relatives, when they leave 
us for luxury hotels at expensive seaside resorts, we wonder 
whether our self-sacrifice, our suffering, yes, our exploitation, 
is so ‘absolutely essential for a complacently ignorant, or rather 
ignoring, public, which demands and accepts our immolation 
as a right. 

But I digress. The probationer may do the sensible thing and 
quit. Or else, which is more likely, out of obstinacy and mis- 
placed pride, she may carry on. She will learn to sit up study- 
ing half the night after @ gruelling day's work, till she falls 
asleep with the book in her hand. She will learn how to do 
without: without proper food, without proper sleep, without 
proper relaxation. She will learn to walk arm in arm with 
disease and tragedy and try to harden herself to efficiency. 

In her daily work she will learn to go on till she feels her heart 
fail, her head grow dizzy, her eyes dim, and her steps falter. 
Compare the medical reports on any nurse when she enters the 
service and after a year of it. 

After a while our nurse will progress to the still closer 
handling of patients, whose touch and breath may mean 
disease: she will assist at operations where a scratch means 
death. She will hoist large 14-stone’ patients—but nurses, ol 
course, never strain themselves. They know how! She will 
learn to wash and lay out the dead, to clean the bed swimming 
with blood and matter from the consumptive corpse; to 
breathe the stench of putrefaction—and then possibly be refused 
an exit permit and have to spend the evening with her text- 
books, repressing the morbid thoughts which, strangely cnough, 
sometimes crowd even into a nurse's callous mind. 

By now. however, she will receive the munificent salary of 
ten, or possibly twelve, shillings a week. What more could a 
girl want? She did not become a nurse from mercenary motives, 
so why pay her more? Were it not for the comradeship in 
the nurses’ quarters many a nurse would walk out shabbily 
dressed. But the “ Boots that never rested” have their exact 
counterpart in the nurses’ shoes that never rest, the coat that 
is common property tor four or five, etc., etc. 

The nurses’ examinations are nearly as comprehensive as 
doctors’. The same application and ability applied to any 
other profession would not fail to bring better results. If she 
chucks it up or marrics, her years of deprivation and suffering, 
her knowledge and skill, are all wasted. If she goes on, Ker 
own life is wasted. 

Must it be so? Is it quite impossible for a nurse to receive 
the same consideration as, say, a junior typist? Or ts sweet 
sentiment sufhicient?

The whole point of the article to which our correspondent 
refers was based on the assumption that nursing was a career 
of heroic self-sacrifice. But in so far as our correspondent 
confirms the exceptional heroism demanded of nurses and calls 
attention to unnecessary sufferings inflicted upon them, we 
gladly afford space for this obviously sincere reflection of the 
feelings of one in the noblest of professions. Incidentally, the 
efforts of the Royal College of Nurses: to improve nursing 
eareert are referred to in “Careers Advice” in this tssue.—

Investments and Securitiés 


The gilt-edged market has proved the centre of attraction 
on the London Stock Exchange during the past few days. 
Persistent support has been seen for all the popular issues, 
with the Money Market taking a hand in the buying of 
short-dated securities. 

The movement has been accompanied by talk of a forth- 
coming new Government loan. It must be admitted that 
previous rises in the gilt-edged list have renewed similar 
reports, but on this occasion Throgmorton Street and 
Lombard Street seem somewhat more unanimous than 
heretofore. 

General opinion is that a new loan to replace the National 
War Bonds 24 per cent. 1946-48 stock, now on tap, will be 
seen. It may be recalled that this loan itself virtually 
replaced the 24 per cent. National War Bonds 1945-47. 
Gossip is that the rate of the new offer may be 2} per cent. 
or even 2 per cent. 


BIGGER EFFORT NECESSARY 


The War Savings Campaign continues to make its steady con- 
tribution to the war effort. Now that the fillip engendered by 
the London War Weapons Week has departed the weekly figures, 
have settled back to customary smaller proportions. 

The total raised from the sale of Savings Certificates, Defence 
Bonds and increased balances ‘in the P.O. Savings Banks and 
Trustee Savings Banks last weck was £14,016,063. To this must 
be added £18,502,806 from National War Bonds, Savings Bonds, 
and loans free of interest. 

Encouraging as these figures are, they must be still better. 
The backbone of the savings movement is the savings group, 
and the slogan “a group in every street” is still a long way 
from becoming an established fact. Redoubled efforts can, and 
must, be made in the coming months if the effort is to prove a 
complete success 


JOHN 1. JACOBS 


An increase in dividend for the year ended December 31 last 
is announced by John 1. Jacobs and Co., the ship managers. 
The final dividend is increased from 74 per cent. to 10 per cent., 
and with the interim, which was maintained at 5 per cent., makes 
a total of IS per cent. against 12} per cent. for the year. 

Profits of the company and its subsidiaries rose from £70,518 
to £137,178. After writing off £31,400. for depreciation of 
vessels and providing £54,148 for taxation, against only £20,400 
for the former and £12,630 for the latter in the previous twelve 
months, there is a net profit of £51,630 against £29,988. 

A statement by the Chairman says that the tankers and two 
general cargo steamers owned by the parent company continue 
to be employed under Government requisition and are making 
useful contribution to the national effort. It was recently 
decided to place an order for another cargo steamer of 10.000 
tons deadweight 


ODHAMS PRESS 


Odhams Press, Ltd., the newspaper and periodical proprietors, 
announce a dividend of 74 per cent. on its ordinary ‘shares. 
[his compares with 6 per cent. in the previous twelve months, 
but goes against as much as 10 per cent. in 1938 and 124 per 
cent. for 1937. 

No profit figures or details of the company’s working during 
1940 are available at the moment. It should be noticed, how- 
ever, that the previous year’s 6 per cent. dividend was covered 
by earnings of practically 214 per cent.

JOHN BROWN ACCOUNTS 


Full accounts of John Brown and Company, the Clydebank 
shipbuilders, while obviously not in such detail as in pre-war 
days, are nevertheless of interest. They reveal that the cut in 
dividend from a total of 15 per cent. tax free to 124 per cent. 
tax free was merely the result of the higher rate of tax that the 
distribution had to bear. 

Trading profits, after reserve for tax and contingencies, are 
up trom £566,157 to £591,934. Depreciation takes £67,992 
against £58,371, and after directors’ fees, etc., the figure carried 
to the balance-sheet, already announced, is £426,898 against 
£411,337,

There were numerous comments, but one point that all agreed 
on was that the company has lost control of the world’s rayon 
industry.

Compensation will, of course, be made, but it is not possible 
to price such things as goodwill, power of control, or to put 
a value on the prospective merits of holding a commanding 
position when the war is over.

J. LYONS REPORT 


A report for the year to March 31 last is issued by J. Lyons 
and Company. The report confirms a figure of £883,600 pre- 
viously announced as the balance of trading account for the year. 
A comparative figure a year ago was £1,011,452. 

Contraction in the trading figure causes no surprise. Share- 
holders recognise the enormous difficulties surrounding the 
conduct of a large catering business under war conditions. 
Despite the lower income the ordinary dividend is maintained 
on the previous year’s level of 20 per cent. 

The balance-sheet shows stock in trade, including stock in 
bond, at a value of £3,049,374, as against £2,630,475 the nrevious 
year. This increase may, however, be largely due to higher 
prices. The stock is valued at or under cost. 

Ihe report states that the volume of business, though not 
fully maintained, may be considered satisfactory in the dillicult 
circumstances,

FIRST ATLANTIC STEAMSHIP 


Film’s Slow Pace 


The story of the establishment of the first regular 
steamship service to ply between England and America, 
and of the long fight which had to be waged by far-seeing 
men such as Samuel Cunard before steam was considered 
a practical proposition, is told in Atlantic Ferry, which 
starts to-day at the Warner. 

The main characters in the film are the brothers Maclver, young 
Liverpool shipowners who launch their first paddle-steamer, 
the Gigantic, only to see her founder as soon as she leaves 
the stocks. Thereafter the elder brothers, played by Griffith 
Jones, decides to leave steam alone, but his young brother 
(Michael Redgrave) does not rest until he has enlisted the help 
of Samuel Cunard and Robert Napier, the marine enginecr. 
They form a company and have the satisfaction of breaking 
all records with their steamer, the Britanfhia, when she makes 
her first Atlantic crossing. 

Interesting the film is, but despite its shipwreck scene, its 

limpses of life in an immigration sailing ship, and young 

faclver’s feat in frecing a giant paddle wheel in the midst of 

a storm, it is not particularly excititig. The picture suffers 
from the common failing of British films—-too slow a _ pace. 
Much could have been cut with profit and far more imagina- 
tion should have been put into the production. Valerie Hobson 
and Michael Redgrave do their best with the chief parts and 
Hartley Power is good as Cunard This: is the .second of 
Warner Brothers’ British pictures. (€* U™ Cert.)

Come Live With Me is directed by Clarence Brown. It is 
& quietly witty comedy, owing much to the influence of Lubitsch 
and with a plot that ts reminiscent in parts of that of “ It 
Happened One Night.” 

Since there must always be-a reason for Hedy Lamarr’s 
accent, she is this time a wealthy refugee from Vienna. who is 
in trouble with the New York immigration department because 
her permit to stay im the country has expired. The man she 
is m love with—a publisher—is already. married, but she 
decides to stay near him by acquiring American nationality 
Accordingly, she walks out into the park one night and picks 
on a diffident young man with a large collection of editors’ 
reyection slips. They do a deal whereby she will bring him a 
cheque each week to cover his modest expenses in return for 
his marrying her. This leads in due course to the situation 
wherein the budding writer, in all innocence, submits to the 
publisher a novel with a plot identical to “the real-life one 
being played by the resourceful Miss Lamarr There is a 
highly entertaining scene in which the two men argue on how 
the story should end, tempers rising dangerously, until the 
publisher's shrewd wife persuades him to buv the book and 
give the author an advance cheque.
